- Dog Aids Rescue Of Youths- 


It wasn't exactly “over the river” but 
it sure was “through the woods" for a trio 
of Winchester youths on Thanksgiving. 

The only hitch in the tale was (hat the 
youngsters never made it to “Grandma's 
house" or anywhere else, for that matter. 
For nearly two very dark, very cold 
hours, the trio was lost in the Middlesex 
Fells and was only spared n long, hard 
night in the woods by Shultz, an MDC K-9 
Carp dog. 

At approximately 3 p.m., Guy Lake, 
11. of Copley rd., Donna Macone, 13. of 
Laurel rd., and her sister, Tracy, 9, had 
gone for a walk with a group of families 
in Ihe Winchester Reservation following 


Thanksgiving dinner. 

Fifteen minutes later, the trio decided 
to take a side trail, telling the hiking 
parly they would rejoin them on the main 
trail further down the line. 

Dusk came and went and the trio was 
nowhere to be seen, despite the efforts of 
the main party to find them. By 4:30, it 
was dark and Guy's mother, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Lake, called the Winchester 
police, who in turn called the MDC. 

MDCSgt. Don Maglio called in the K-9 
patrol, consisting ot the dog, Shultz! his 
handler. Officer John lovin and 


Patrolman Earl Elliot. 

When the MDC arrived on the scene, 
Mrs. Lake accompanied the cruiser on a 
auto search of the area while the K-9 
patrol set out on foot. Within an hour, the 
veteran Shultz had picked up the 
children's trail. He led the patrol to the 
scared trio huddling and shivering in the 
woods only a quarter of a mile from the 
path they had taken into the reservation. 

The children were unharmed and 
Shultz led the entire party out of the 
woods into the arms of their parents at 
the edge of the reservation,

Pierluigi lovino and his wife Loredana 
have spoken frequently with thei'r 
parents in Italy over their shortwave 
radio set from their Forest si. home 
Never has the conversation been more 


strained or their time or. the radio so long 
than this week. 

Because, for the lovino's, it's been a 
week of 14-hour days just sitting at the 
radio set. talking with other amateur 
radio operators in Italy and compiling

week and has left more than 3,0011 deaths 
in its wake. 

•'We'll be able to have a complete list 
(of deaths) in about an hour from the 
Naples province.” lovino said Monday 
afternoon. "We heard about a couple this 
morning that were friends of ours, wo 
knew them. It's hard. When you hear 
about babies that are three, four five 
years old, that's tough.” he added. 

It's also been very exhausting time for 
the lovino's. both of whose families still 
live in southern Italy. All members of 
their lainilies are safe but some of them 
have remained in the earthquake 
stricken area to help out with the rescue 
effort 

"My parents are in Home now." 
lovino said. "But my brother is still in 
lown.He owns a pharmacy so he'll be 
staying there to help and Lore's mother 
is with the Ked Cross and she volunteered 
to stay there,” he added. 

And the lovino's are playing their 
pari. As part of a network of amateur 
radio operators in the United Slates, he is 
communicating with similar radio 
operators in Naples and Florence putting 
together lists of victims for those in 
America who have relatives in Italy. 

He has been spending 14 hours a day 
since the first tremor rocked the Naples 
area. '/And our day is not over when 
we’re finished at the radio.” he said 
during a break while his wife monitored 
the radio. "Alter that we have to put the 
names on lists. We have not been able to 
sleep more than four or five hours a night 
since last Sunday.” 

He added quietly that he will continue 
helping out until the Italian government 
has decided that there is no longer an 
emergency there. *‘I don’t know how long 
that will be,” he shrugged.

ago and it was not an especially good one. 

' 'When the teachers were not replaced 
on the first day the students went to an 
open area or to God knows where. Now 
youngsters will do what they did five 
years ago. They will go to the open areas 
or go someplace else but they will not be 
in class," he said of the potential 
discipline problems that could arise 
under such a policy. 

School Committee member Constance 
Papas also regretted that the committee 
had to recommend such action but added 
there was little choice. 

“I'm sorry to see these things 
(eliminated) that we fought very hard for 
five years ago. I think it’s too bad. But 
the times are different. I would hope that 
parents would inform their students of 
the action we have taken," Papas said, 
adding that the students will have to act 
responsibly or cuts in the education 
program next year would become 
necessary to combat discipline 
problems. 

“Perhaps this is a good dry run for 
everybody," she concluded. 

MacDonald also expressed concern 


over eliminating transportation for the 
high school teams to road games, par¬ 
ticularly in the winter because of the 
weather and the large number of night 
games. 

MacDonald said he hoped the athletes 
would still be able to be bused to games 
but said they will be considering a charge 
for the athletes to be bused. He said he 
still preferred that to having the kids 
carpool their way to games separately. 

Athletic Director William Colella said 
he and high school principal Vincent 
Larocco “haven't come up with a plan of 
attack yet,” but would be silting down 
this week to look for alternatives. 

He was hopeful earlier this week that 
there could be money leftover from other 
athletic transportation accounts that 
could be transferred to winter sports. 

Elimination of the elementary school 
busing was spared for at least this school 
year but the committee has not ruled out 
the possibility of charging a fee for the 
service. It has been implemented in other 
communities including Stoneham. 

Although the committee was not 
directly eliminating elementary school

busing a proposed policy change would 
have produced same result. The change 
would Increaese from one mile away to 
two the distance from the school a 
student would have to be to be eligible to 
take a bus. At the elementary level that 
would affect virtually every student 
except those at St. Mary’s, Business 
Director Jack Fallon told the committee. 

By doing that two buses would be 
saved at a cost of $16,000 for the last half 
of this year, Fallon added. Busing for the 
junior high and high school would not be 
affected. 

MacDonald again said he was pained 
to consider such a proposal and was 
opposed to it for the remainder of this 
year, particularly because it would start 
in the winter months, causing potential 
safely problems. 

“I think it’s a very difficult thing to do 
at this time of year but 1 think might be 
the first thing we look at for next year," 
MacDonald said. 

Major savings were made in personal 
services where hiring freeze is expected 
to save $20,000 and the elimination of the 
Learning Disabilities coordinator and

The committee will also recommend a 
change in policy that would force fees for 
community use of schools after the 
custodians have completed their regular 
hours. The committee will recommend 
all programs run while custodians are on 
duly not be charged while any other 
activities be required to pay a fee. 

With a few exceptions, such as Town 
Meeting which uses the high school 
auditorium and the Fire Department’s 
use of the schools for their firemen 
examinations. 

“I suggest we accomodate the Town

The other major budget cut came in

ment. Although the committee felt this 
equipment was essential if Winchester 
High School was to keep pace with other 
schools in this area because the equip¬ 
ment was not already in place it would 
have to be sacrificed for now.

The Woodstock 
Nation Viewed 
From A Quarry 


On the mountain beyond the 
window, the rain turned sud¬ 
denly to snow, whitening the 
gray, slate-colored slopes and I 
heard someone start the com¬ 
pressor of the big, oaken hot-tub. 

Later, after the water had 
been heated. I watched five 
people lower themselves down 
through the steam and water 
mist, standing naked for a 
moment on the brown, wooden 
terrace surrounding the tub. 
They talked In voices a step 
below a shout, talking loud over 
the compressor which swirled a 
million air bubbles around them, 
but they were too far away to be 
heard clearly. 

Lance, the man who owned 
the house in which we were all 
staying, came in with an arm¬ 
load of wood, red-faced from the 
cold. After he’d built the fire up 
and piled the remaining logs 
near the stove, he stood for a 
while on the terrace, talking to 
the bathers. They looked like 
captured missionaries in some 
tribal stewpot. 

Despite the snow on the 
mountain, it was almost warm 
and sunny in the woods around 
the house. Leaving the house, I 
followed the trail which led down 
into the woods, up a slight in¬ 
cline, past two small ponds to an 
abandoned rock quarry where 
we’d spent the summer before 
swimming. 

The water in the quarry was 
sheeted with a skin of ice and 
when I threw stones across the 
frozen surface, they sang the 
way telephone wires do on 
blazing summer afternoons. 

The ground was frozen, 
crunchy under my feet and the 
stones lining the water were 
gray and damp and cold-looking. 
It was quiet in the woods, so 
quiet that I heard someone 
walking up the trail long before I 
saw them; heard their boots 
crushing the ice that lay In cold 
white splinters just beneath the 
surface of the ground. 

In the middle of the pond, 
where the ice came together, 
there was a round, clear hole. 

I l<e the one Thoreau looked down 
into at Walden. 

1 could see my visitor then, a 
small woman who looked, under 
that weather, more like a 


walking advertisement for down- 
filled products than a human 
being. Her head was surrounded 
by the cloud her breath made. 

She had come first to 
Woodstock, N.Y. eleven years 
ago, with thousands of others, 
convinced they were witnessing 
the dawning of a brave, new 
world, the Woodstock Nation. 

But the nation's first citizens 
are older now and are stock¬ 
brokers or insurance company 
representatives and the man 
who gave that country it’s name 
recently emerged from hiding 
with a new name and face and 
book to promote. 

We made small talk, about 
the weather or the weekend or 
the holiday or the hot-tub and I 
could feel her avoiding 
something. I told her about the 
singing rocks and she tried it a 
time or two. That seemed to 
please her. 

"I drove into town this 
morning," she said suddenly as 
she chose another stone for the 
ice. “And the only mention I saw 
of the Woodstock of eleven years 
ago was a poster in a store ad¬ 
vertising an eleventh an¬ 
niversary sale on designer 
jeans." 

She looked from the ice to me, 
smiling beneath the hood of her 
parka. "No lecture on Wood¬ 
stock's lost innocence," she 
promised. 

“Good," I said. That par¬ 
ticular lecture has a number of 
variations but only one theme 
that runs along the lines of 
" Woodstock-ain’t-what-it-used- 
to-be." Having heard most of 
those variations over the 
weekend, I was glad to avoid a 
re-hash. 

"Besides," she said, looking 
again out across the quarry, "it’s 
not Woodstock’s innocence that 
concerns me." 

We walked back to the house 
together. On the terrace, the 
bathers stood arodnd the hot-tub, 
their bodies smoking steam in 
the cold, afternoon air. 

Hooking her arm through 
mine, my visitor said, "Look at 
that." 

The bathers, seeing us smiled 
and waved. 

We grinned back and my 
visitor said, "Behold, the 
Woodstock Nation."

The service would be a great loss to 
those ol us who do not drive, especially 
among the elderly, because we never did 
drive or Iwcause now we cannot for 
various reasons connected with old-age. 
Many ol us are widows and the in¬ 
dependence the mini-bus gives us is 
something we would greatly miss. Those 
of us who are lortunate enough to have 
families, know how busy these young 
people are and it is a wonderful feeling 
not to be a burden to them lor ap¬ 
pointments in Town or lor shopping we 
cun manage ourselves. Other elderly 


people who have to depend on themselves 
surely find the mini-bus a necessity. 

Personally, l use the mini-bus two or 
three times a week. Before we had the 
bits I had to confine my trips to town to 
appointments two or three times a month 
when I had to use a taxi. 

1 am sure the buiness in town has 
protited by the mini-bus. Business that I 
used to do in Arlington I have transferred 
to Winchester since the advent of the 
mini-bus.

— Life At That * Awkward Stage* ““

It's often aptly labeled the 
"awkward stage," the period of 
unsteadiness, the sometimes 
apprehensive time when a 
teenager must enter one of the 
most painful journeys through 
the human time machine, the 
transition from adolescence to 
young adulthood. 

Characteristics: Insecurity? 
Yes. Clumsiness? Maybe, 
Painlessness? No. Though an 
adolescent may hold some of 
those characteristics, he is most 
likely to engage in one of the 
"lighter" apsects of that seven 
or eight year period, foolishness, 
a kind of hap-hazard idiocy very 
common to those about to reach 
the brink of "the serious, get- 
down -to-business" period. 

"I won’t grow up, don't 
wanna go to school...", Peter 
Pan vowed. At this point, neither 
do many juniors or seniors. So 
we relax. 

Whether we intend to or not, 
we teenagers have a powerful 
tendency to present ourselves as 
possible candidates for 
Belleview, as court jesters for 
the faculty. 

In one sense, the humorous 
relaxation is a welcome relief, 
from the stresses of high school. 
The existentialism paper for 
Humanities due tomorrow, the 
annoying chemistry formulas, 
Latin participles and the fourth 
and fifth declensions, and the 
argument over that gym cut 
culminate in a desire to retreat 
into the backwoods of Zaire with 
a bottle of Sominex and a soft 
mattress. 

But somehow, the stresses 
are a tad less foreboding when 
413 people cram into the 5th 
period hangout, and 


lightheartedly entertain the 
librarian, who retaliates, usually 
hopelessly, in expressions of "if 
you don’t leave right now...only 
six at that table!...where’s your 
study hall pass, no you can’t 
check out those art books, you're 
not the only one taking that test, 
yes, darlings, that’s it, find 
someplace else to go..." which 
are therapeutic. 

There’s also another side. 
There’s still a little bit of naivete 
about, and a good amount of 
knowledge results from those 
frightfully embarrassing, 
hopefully forgotten experiences. 

For those of you who have 
just declared that the girl in your 
math class is the "proverbial 
good time had by all" at a party 
while unknowlingly standing in 
front of her best friend, for those 
of you who mistakenly barge into 
a meeting between the principal 
and the school board, for those of 
you who accidentally Interrupt a 
couple In the midst of "a serious 
discussion", you eventually 
learn a few things. The hard 
way. 

And, usually, In the learning 
process, each action Is ac* 
companied by a narrowing of the 
eyes, a grit of the teeth, a sudden 
rush of heat to the face, and red, 
usually firfet appearing behind 
the ears and spreading to the 
face. This Is then joined by the 
desire to sink Into the floor and 
disappear, name, grade, arid 
student jiumber, In to the 
forgotten multitudes of WHS. 

It is this embarrassment that 
enables one to consider that 
backstabbing, interrupting, and 
other tactless acts are facets of 
the mature adult makeup. 

But adolescence is the time to 
make mistakes, the time to be 


tactless, because if we didn’t 
"live and learn", we might be 
less mature adults who suffered 
from a repression of cathartic 
impulses. Many adults who 
consider gym cuts, late papers, 

and a ’C’ on an exam to be mere

Police, Red Cross Aid In Blood Transfusion 


A coordinated effort by area police 
departments and Red Cross offices 
enhanced the ability of Winchester 
Hospital to provide blood transfusions for 
an acute emergency patient who entered 
the hospital on Nov. 19. 

The patient, a 28 year old victim of an 
auto accident on route 62 in North 
Reading, was rushed to Winchester 
Hospital’s emergency room with a 
punctured liver and external Injuries. 

Bfefore her medical procedures were 
completed - a process that demanded an 
enormous team effort to be performed 
over a critical four hour period by the 
hospital’s emergency room, laboratory, 
and operating room staff - the patient 
required transfusions of fifty-two pints of 
blood. 

In providing the emergency tran¬ 


sfusions, the hospital rapidly depleted its 
reserve supply of blood and ordered 
additional units to be sent from the 
Peabody Red Cross. The Peabody, 
Woburn, and Winchester Police Im¬ 
mediately formed a relay system to 
transport the blood packs from the Red 
Cross office to the hospital. 

As the hospital’s operating room 
continued to require more blood for the 
delicate surgery involved in repairing 
the patient s damaged liver, blood units 
were delivered to the hospital from the 
Boston Red Cross by an MDC cruiser. 
While another MDC relay from Boston to 
Winchester took place, a second 
emergency run with 25 units of blood 
products was made by the Peabody 
Police from that town’s Red Cross 
facility. 


The Woburn Police department; 
officer Manuel Freitas of the Peabody 
police; MDC officer Bill Reilly; and 
officer William Saraco of the‘Winchester 
Police department were instrumental In 
the rapid delivery of the blood packs for 
the hospital’s emergency functions.

At the public hearing Saturday, the 
largest cut proposed by Selectmen is 
5110,000, gained with the elimination of 
the mini-bus service.

Karen is four-years-old. With two of 
her art playgroup friends and the 
supervision of her mother, Karen is 
making magic marker ‘'directional 
stripes” by outlining vertical and 
horizontal designs on striped wallpaper 
samples. Karen and her friends are 
expanding their eye-hand coordination 
skills while experiencing the concepts of 
left to right (side to side) and up and 
down (top to bottom). This experience 
enriches their cognitive development.

Steven, Karen’s six-year-old brother, 
and his Triends are playing in Steven’s 
room in what was once a discarded 
refrigerator carton painted by the 
children to be a silver rocket ship, Steven 
and his friends Imagine his room to be a 
star space station.

pictures of their views of outerspace 
which, hang on the walls. In their 
rocketship are child-made books which 
map the distance from the star space’ 
station to Earth, and other childmade 
books which illustrate or "inventory” the 
objects that are necessary in the rocket 
ship for their adventure in space. 

Steven and his friends are exploring 
reality and fantasy while utilizing their 
creative problem solving skills. This 
experience enriches their affective- 
social development. 

“There are two worlds, the world we 
can measure with line and rule and the 
world that we feel with our heart and 
imagination.” This Helen Keller 
quotation best describes the learning 
continuum that Karen and Steven ex¬ 
perience at home. It is an environment in 
which they might visit a zoo then narrate 
and tape record a story about their visit. 
Later their parents might print the story 
onto art paper for Karen and Steven to 
illustrate in individual “My Trip to the 
Zoo" books. They could then recognize 
familiar words (their own words) while 
the story is read back to them, or while 
they listen to their own voice on the tape 


cassette. They might also draw pictures 
of the favorite animals they saw at the 
zoo, then discuss the physical charac¬ 
teristics of each animal as well as the 
beginning sounds or letters of the name 
of each animal. 

Karen and Steven might play “Guess 
My Animal’’ and pretend to be a zoo 
animal by taking turns acting out the 
movements of a giraffe eating leaves 
from a tall tree or an elephant splashing 
water on his back, when the person ob¬ 
serving guesses the correct animal he or 
she then takes a turn mimicing another 
zoo animal. Karen and Steven might 
recall their trip to the zoo through a 
verbal version of "Guess My Animal" by 
saying, “I have a long neck and like to 
eat leaves from the top of tall 
trees...or...I have a long nose and like to 
splash water on my back. Guess my 
animal." 

Karen and Steven’s at-home en¬ 
vironment is an environment in which 
they might make paper bag puppets of 
zoo animals and experiment with the 
different ways to draw an elephant’s 
face: happy, sad, or mad. They might 
then discuss why an elephant, or people, 


or children are sometimes happy, sad, or 
mad. 

Children’s learning environments are 
not limited by classroom wails. Their 
learning environments are only limited 
by their imaginations. And children's 
imaginations are infinite. 

Creative play, the expression of 
children's imaginations, is an integral 
part of young children’s affective and 
social development. While playing, 
children explore reality through their 
fantasies and recreate their worlds 
egocentrically — from the inside out. 

Playing is a sifting process by which 
children select, absorb, and utilize in¬ 
formation presented to them in their 
everyday lives. Children’s new 
knowledge accumulates in much the 
same manner as a wave builds mid¬ 
ocean and continues to build before it 
creashes on the shore. The beginning or 
the end of the wave cannot be determined 
in either time or place. It is a perpetual 
process. In PIAGET IN THE 
CLASSROOM, the authors proposed that 
educators (and 1 add parents and people 
who interact with children) “provide 
circumstances in which children 


discover what they must know. The more 
we help children to have their wonderful 
ideas and feel good about themselves for 
having them the more likely it is that 
they will someday happen upon won¬ 
derful ideas that no one has happened 
upon before." 

As a parent to Karen and Steven, and 
as an Integrated Arts Specialist to other 
children, I see my role with children as a 
catalyst for knowledge. I provide the 
spark and the children create the in¬ 
ternal combustion. An ancient Chinese 
proverb tells us: “I hear and I forget. I 
see and 1 remember. I do and I un¬ 
derstand." By providing circumstances 
or designing opportunities that stimulate 
creative problem solving skills, we are 
cultivating disciplines for more specific 
cognitive tasks later on. Such creative 
problem solving processes as art ex¬ 
pression, music and movement ac¬ 
tivities. role-playing, creative 
dramatics, or just plain free-play 
pretending become learning processes 
by which young children create their own 
internal combustion. They do and they 
understand.

Fennell handed off to Errico who ran 
right and unloaded an option pass to 
Jacobsen down at the ll-yard line. 
Incomplete and almost intercepted by 
Ron Hobby. But then the flag came out 
and the Sachems were alive again. 

Afterwards Sullivan wouldn’t com¬ 
ment on the interference call except to 
say he hadn't seen it. Marshall, too, said 
he hadn’t seen the infraction. But 
whatever, it was first down at the 11 for 
Winchester. 

Errico was stopped for no gain on the 
first play but looked like he might run it 
in on second down. He took Fennell’s 
pitch and ran left to find nobody in front 
of him, Hobby proceeded to make a 
tremendous defensive play, flying across 
from the other side of the field to limit 
Errico to just a one-yard pick-up. 

"I don’t think I had an easy yard all 
day,” Errico said. "On that play Hobby 
came from one end of the field to the 
other. It was a nice play.” 

That left Winchester 10 yards short of 
the endzone but Errico was not finished. 

He went off right tackle for five yards 
to set up a fourth and four from the five. 
Fennell then threw the most important 
pass of his young career. 

Ironically, he came about two inches 
from not even getting the opportunity to 
throw it. Taking the snap from center, he 
turned around and slipped on the muddy 
turf, pushing himself back up at the last 
possible instant. He continued back, 
turned around and lofted a pass over 
Errico's head which the senior halfback 
gobbled in at the goalline and ran in for

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the score. Bruce Campbell slammed the 
point after through and the Scachems 
were on top, Finally. 

"1 think it was the best catch Gary's 
made,” Gill said smiling afterwards of 
the over-lhe-shoulder grab. “1 knew it. I 
saw It in the air and I said ‘Gary was 
going to catch it'.” 

It gave Marshall’s blood pressure a 
break, too as the second half dominance 
finally paid off.

Of course, with 6:19 left in the game, it 
was far from over. But the Sachem - 
defense rose up to appropriately stuff the 
last lanner offensive thrust and the 
offense ran out the clock for the victory. 

Riley hit end Dave McCarthy for 15 
yards and a first down to the Woburn 45. 
But one play later Kirk made his third 
defensive gem of the game, picking off a 
pass headed for Paul Forester. That put 
the game’s final two and a half minutes 
in the hands of the offense and they 
responded. 

The last quarter excitement may have 
overshadowed the defensive per¬ 
formance put on by the Sachems in the 
first quarter.

It came down to a question of greed 
ior Winchester Coach Manny Marshall 
and his staff. 

Before the 198(1 season started an 8-2 
finish looked ueyond reach. Six weeks 
into the season, six wins later, 8-2 didn’t 
seem like enough. It was a good year 
that almost was a great one. 

"They all really did a hell of a job,” a 
satisfied Marshall said after the 
Thanksgiving Day triumph “If someone 
had told me in the beginning of the year 
we'd go8-2.

Rich Fennell at quar¬ 
terback'.’ Well, in the only defeat handed 
to Lexington he and Ken Jacobsen were 
l>ersoiiaIly responsible for breaking open 
that game in the second half through (he 
air after the Minutemen's front line of 
Incredible Hulk impersonators had 
stuffed the Sachem running game. 


When Belmont had shut down the 
control-oriented offense in the first half 
what else could one do? The Sachems 
merely unveiled their Big Play offense 
lor a 21-C win. Stuck with a fourth and six 
at the Belmont 11 , Errico dipsy-doodled 
his way lor the six yards and then 
another five for one score. 

Fennell scooted 54 yards for a touch¬ 
down on an option play to start of the 
second half and then handed it to Errico 
on the next series who proceeded to 
perform his quarterback bit by throwing 
a 28-yard scoring aerial to Paul Mathson. 

When Gary Errico left during the 
Melrose game it was pouring and windy 
and there was no score. No problem. 
Steve Costello, wo han’t lived up to his 
pre-season promise up to then, decided 
enough was enough and simply took 
control in the sloshfest, scoring the only 
touchdown in an 8-0 win. 

Then came Those Games. 

And Marshall wouldn’t mind having 
Ihem back, especially the Watertown 
loss.

“Even after we lost to Watertown we 
thought we were better than they were,” 
Marshall insisted. And it was here the 
value of Errico was truly realized as he 
missed the game with a bum ankle. 

‘"People don't understand how great 
lie is. He is a halfback but he is a great 
defender, too. We are really going to miss 
him,” Marshall said. 

Now 6-1, the Sachems returned home 
to face the “potentially devastating of¬ 
fense” of the Burlington Red Devils. 
Potentially? Sure, and George Stein- 
brenner is a potential threat to spend a 
lot of money on free agents this winter. 

Burlington chose that week to unleash 
the best offensive and defensive displays 


the Sachems saw all year. But Marshall 
is convinced the Waterown loss had more 
than a little influence on their second 
setback. 

"I’ll bet if we were undefeated it 
would have been a different story. We 
might not have beat them but it wouldn’t 
have been like that,” Marshall said, 

Especially galling was the way the 
Red Devils beat them. Their ballyhooed 
receivers were as good as advertised. 
Better, in fact. More than a few of the 
eight passes Sean Maguire completed 
were with Sachem defenders 
masquerading as wetsuits; on the 
receivers.

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Proposed Town, School Reductions 


Motions will be mode on December 4th to reduce FY-B1 Budgets as indicated 
below in a effort to soften the impact of the expected loss of $650,000 in Excise Tax. 
Guidelines Used in Arriving at Budget Changes 

Some guidelines followed in arriving at these figures were: (I) Reversions (un¬ 
spent funds) are not being counted unless it is fairly clear at this date that a 
reversion will happen. Thus, most of No. 8000 represents reversion while almost all 
of the other areas reflect decisions to reduce spending and therefor services of 
some type. (2) Employee layoffs are not planned in FY-81 both to avoid impacting 
the Unemployment Compensation budget and in anticipation of being able to take 
advantage of “attrition." Vacancies will not be filled unless It is clearly necessary 
to a program's operation. (3) User fees and charges are being considered for 
services where such charges are reasonable to impose but not simply in an effort 
to substitute one type of assessment for another. 

Areas of Significant Budget Change 
Culture-RECREATION 

The Library Board will delay filling an Assistant Director position and modify 
some interior building maintenance. The Recreation Department will delete some 
winter and spring programs that were either new and-or are not supported by user 
fees. Some recreation costs are being eliminated due to being able to pick up the 
costs from user fees. In addition the bathing beaches will not schedule to open until 
July 1 st and the Town’s support of the Memorial Day Parade will be reduced by 
approximately 40 percent, 

Transportation (Mini-Bus) 

The Mini-Bus would be terminated January 1st and the appropriation reduced 
accordingly. Although the figure shown is a fairly accurate amount that could be 
cut from that budget for six months of FY-81 it should be pointed out that fare-box 
revenue and MBTA subsidy will in turn not be received during that same period. 

Some funds would be left in the Transportation Program to operate on limited 
emergency commuter service to Boston in the event of a shutdown by the MBTA (a 
similar service was operated in February 1978.) 

Public Safety 

Efforts to reduce spending in bolh the Police and Fire areas will be directed 
primarily at reducing overtime caused by replacing personnel who are sick, on 
vacation or not otherwise available for duty. Although overtime costs for each 
department represent a relatively small percentage of personal services costs, a 
tight policy of not replacing absent personal unless considered essential for public 
safety should produce budget savings. 

Comniunity Services (DPW) 

Garbage collection bi-weekly starting January 1 st, elimination of certain ex¬ 
penditures scheduled for the spring including contracted street cleaning; curb 
installation; catch basin clearing; and Monday closing of the transfer station are 
to be effected. In addition some scheduled building maintenance projects, mostly 
in school buildings will be dropped or deferred. Corresponding spending reductions 
in the area of grounds maintenance are also scheculed. 

Fees and Charges 

In addition to reducing spending, consideration is being given to a whole range 
of user fees and charges. Ambulance fees which are considerably less than cost 
and for the most part reimbursable from third parties (insurance policies) are 
likely to be raised. Recreational programs will be shifted to more of a pay as you 
play status. A charge for the use of the clay tennis courts will be considered. 
Increased charges for commercial and non commercial users of the transfer 
station will be examined and decided upon in the future.

Holiday Drinking 

"The holiday season 
brings many social oc¬ 
casions and with these 
events come pressure to be 
jolly and to drink,” says 
Lydia Leacock, Com¬ 
munity Educator at Mystic 
Valley Mental Health 
Center Association, Inc. 

Leacock, who will 
present a free one hour 
lecture on "Surviving the 
Holiday Merry-Making: 
Managing the Drinking 
Season,” says people 
should be aware of their 
own drinking habits as well 
as feel responsible for the 
drinking habits of guests in 
their house. 

Understanding facts 
about alcohol is a starting 
point. One ounce of scotch, 
for example, Is equivalent 
to 3-4 ounces of wine, which 
is equivalent to 16 ounces of 
beer. “Alcohol is like a 
drug; Leacock says, “Any 
information that people 
have about it is an ad¬ 
vantage.” 

Hosts and hostesses can 
also consider the alcohol 
consumption of their 
guests. Alternatives to 
alcohol can be offered at 
parties. When alcohol is 
being served, food can also 
be made available to 
guests, and a guest's 
alcohol intake can be 
controlled when the host or 
hostess is pouring. 

Alcohol breaks 
inhibitions, and causes the 
drinker to lose inhibitions 
and judgment. At times 
friends need to intervene to 
help a friend who has lost 
good judgment. Calling a 
cab for a friend who 
shouldn’t drive is helping 
that person. Leacock 
suggests that if the friend 
resists, ask the friend to 
“Do you a favor by not 
driving home." Don't 
suggest that that person 
can’t handle their drinking. 
This approach may only 
encourage your friend to 
prove a point. 

For more ideas on how to 
manage drinking during 
the holidays, the public is 
invited to a free lecture at 
Sacred Heart Church in 
Lexington on Dec. 11 from 
7:30 p.m. to 8:30 p.m.

The students 
agreed with a resounding cheer, for this 
day was indeed a very special one for this 
high school organization. 

After many months of impatient 
waiting, and some very anxious last- 
minute delays, the band was finally 
wearing the brand new uniforms for 
which so many townspeople had worked. 
The smart, tailored look of each young 
band member was capped with a 
beaming smile and a glow of pleasure 
and pride in the new, fresh appearance of 
the group, 

Starling more than cne year ago, the 
School Committee was approached to 
provide the uniforms, Because the 
Committee was able to budget for less 
than two-thirds of the total number 
needed, the Friends of the Winchester 
Music Department mounted a campaign 
to raise the additional funds. A cham¬ 
pagne reception in October climaxed this 
effort, assuring every band member that 
they would have a new uniform. 

As one delay after another held up the 
delivery of the uniforms, anxiety among 
the band, the music department, and the 
Friends grew. One band parent was 
frustrated enough to declare that “if 
necessary, I’ll rent a truck and drive to 
Missouri to pick them up to be sure we 
have them for Thanksgiving.” 

Even a last-minute flurry of telephone 
calls to the uniform manufacturer and to 
the several trucking companies involved 
in shipping them to Winchester seemed 
to do nothing to speed the delivery. 

Finally, on Tuesday afternoon, 
November 25. at 3:31) p.m., just 43 hours 
before the “big game”, a huge truck 
pulled up in front of the high school and 
delivered the uniforms. A group of 


students — band members and even 
some football players and other non-band 
students - frantically unloaded the truck. 
Then began the vital task of inventorying 
all the uniforms. By 8:00 p.m., after 
employing a telephone chain call system 
and enlisting the extensive help of many 
band parents, all of the new uniforms had 
been issued to the band members. 

The new uniforms, designed by Ms. 
Miller and the high school music 
department, were created for both 
marching and concert appearances. The 
basic uniform consists of black trousers 
with a red stripe running the length of the 
outside pants seams, accented with fine 
white piping. The black jacket is tuxedo- 
style with black satin pocket flaps and 
lapels and “WHS" embroidered in white 
scroll letters on the breast pocket. 
Together with a white shirt, black tie, 
and black shoes, this will constitute the 
concert uniform. The uniforms are all 
wool, which will provide the much- 
needed warmth for the band at the 
football games. 

For marching, the uniform will in¬ 
clude a white vinyl overlay covering the 
front and back of the uniform. Large red 
scroll “WHS” letters are embroidered on 
the back, and are framed with red em¬ 
broidered edging and scroll design. The 
front of the overlay includes a red 
heraldic band running diagonally across, 
and the now-traditonal Sachem emblem 
embroidered on the left. A closefitting 
short upright red collar on the overlay 
assures that the marcher will hold his or 
her head erect. A stiff back hat with a 
white top and chin strap, and a red 
feather plume completes the marching 
outfit. 

As the band marched onto Connolly 
Field at half-time-on Thanksgiving Day. 
the stadium announcer introduced them 
with, “And now, the Winchester High 
School Marching Band — the number one 
band in the Middlesex League — proudly 
presents for your enjoyment a half-time 
spectacle. The band is wearing their 


But the finale was truly spectacular. 
Ms. Miller mounted a specially-designed 
podiummade by students in the school 
and began conducting the band in their 
now-famous hallmark number, 
“Classical Gas.” With the downbeat, 
lights on the drums in the drum line 
flashed on. as did lights outlining the 
“W” on the Sousaphone covers. Lights 
outlining Miller’s uniform went on, and 
red lights covered the podium. Then, as 
the band hit their stride in the music, a 
generated fog rose from the podium as if 
coming from the depths of the earth. It 
grew more and more dense as the music 
heightened. 


Finally, at the end or the number, with 
the lights flashing, the band holding flags 
high in the air, and the lumblettes for¬ 
ming their most complex pyramid, the 
cheerleaders released hundreds of 
helium-filled red and black balloons from 
huge boxes on the field. The fans on both 
sides of the field went wild. 


The enthusiasm of the band went 
beyond their own performance. Every 
gain made by the football team w r as 
loudly cheered by the band members. 
And the cheering and music played when 
Gary Ericn scored the critical touchdown 


brand new uniforms tor the first time 
today!'*. A roar of approval went up from 
the Winchester fans as they saw the new 
outfits. 

The half-time spectacular, enhanced 
by the new uniforms, left no one disap¬ 
pointed. The drill corps marching 
routines were crisp and precise. The red 
stripes on pants <all moving in unison 
emphasized the unity of the per¬ 
formance. The versatility of the band 
was demonstrated as they formed the 
“007” figure on the field to the music of 
the "Jumes Bond Theme.” The mood 
was lightened as the band performed a 
dance step routine while playing “A 
Chorus Line.” All during the half-time 
show, the tumblettes and the 
cheerleaders performed their routines 
coordinated with the music of the band. 


and Bruce Campbell kicked the winning 
point-after-touchdown could not have 
been greater if it had been a Super Bowl 
game. 

The band was proud of the football 
team’s victory. And the band had their 
new uniforms and had put on a spec¬ 
tacular half-time show. On Thanksgiving 
Day 1980, students, parents, and town¬ 
speople alike had much to be thankful 
for.

For those of us who most often 
recognize and read numbers and letters 
on a printed page, it is a joy to re¬ 
discover through children's eyes num¬ 
bers and letters all around us...in pret¬ 
zels...in shadows cast on the ground...in 
the patterns created by the crooked 
limbs of leafless trees. 

Here is an activity for children to 
create with their bodies letters we might 
recognize, read or discover. 


WHY... 

To encourage children's awareness of 
the visual properties of letters and to 
expand their abilities to duplicate letters 
with their bodies. 

What You Need... 

One or more children, and an open 
space 

How to Begin... 

Have the child make shapes, then 
letters with his or her body. Have the 
child form the letters in his or her name. 


And Continue... 

Play “Guess My Letter." The child 
forms a leller with his or her body and 
other children guess what letter he or she 
is forming. “Guess My Word” could be 
played with larger groups of children. 
Each group of 4 - 5 children would be 
given a 4 - 5 letter word to spell with their 
bodies. Each group would then be given 5 
- 10 minutes to experiment with the ways 
their bodies could spell the word in 
correct left to right formation. They 
would then demonstrate their word for 
the other group to guess.

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The House The House, after 
failing to agree on a measure to 
fund the MBTA for the 
remainder of 1980 and institute 
reforms in the system, 
prorogued and ended its session 
until January 7,1981. The Senate 
did not hold any roll calls. 

Outside Services (H 8833) 
House rejected 111-29, an 
amendment to a section of the 
reform bill which would allow 
MBTA management to contract 
out certain services instead of 
requiring that the MBTA union 
members perform them. The 
amendment would have 
prohibited outside contracting 
for any services already being 
provided by the unions. 
Amendment supporters argued 
It would prevent union busting 
and prevent services already 
contracted to unions from being 
affected. Opponents said the 
amendment guts a key section of 
the reform bill. They claimed it 
would lock in and continue the 
wasteful practice of MBTA 
unions performing certain 
services that could be done much 
less expensively by outside 
contractors. (A "Yea" vote is for 
the amendment prohibiting 
outside contacting of services 
already provided by MBTA 
unions. A "Nay” vote is against 
the amendment). 

Rep. Whip Saltmarsh voted 
against the amendment. 

Negotiations (H 6833) House 
approved 118-24, an amendment 
prohibiting any additional 
money to fund the MBTA unless 
it conducts its labor negotiations 
in accordance with the 
guidelines established by the 
1978 binding arbitration law. The 
law requires arbitrators to 
consider the ability of com¬ 
munities to pay, and not only to 
consider wages for other em¬ 
ployees in other transit systems, 
but those of employees in 
comparable jobs in other cities 
and towns. Supporters argued 
the amendment reaffirms the 
House's position that the MBTA 
should now be abiding by the 1978 
binding arbitration law, and 
noted it would also insert this 
language for the future. Many 


cited outrageous conditions now 
being sought by MBTA em¬ 
ployees. Opponents said the 
amendment was unnecessary 
since the law is already on the 
books and is currently pending in 
court. (A "Yea” vote is for the 
amendment prohibiting ad¬ 
ditional funding unless the law is 
followed. A "Nay" vote is 
against the amendment). 

Saltmarsh voted for the 
amendment. 

Reconsider Package (H8833) 
House refused 84-46, to recon¬ 
sider its earlier defeat of a 
package authorizing an ad¬ 
ditional $41 million to keep the 
MBTA running through 1980, and 
instituting several changes in the 
structure and operation of the 
system. Legislators offered a 
variety of reasons for voting for 
and against reconsideration. The 
issue is somewhat confusing, and 
readers are urged to contact 
their legislator for his or her 
individual reasons for voting yes 
or no. 

Many supporters of recon¬ 
sideration argued it was the best 
available way to revive chances 
for reform and reorganization of 
the system in this special 
session. They noted their vote 
dq not necessarily mean they 
supported the package as 
drafted (in fact many had op¬ 
posed it on a previous roll call), 
but simply that they wanted the 
House to continue to work out a 
bill dealing with MBTA reform 
and-or funding. Many opponents 
said it was obvious the House 
could not agree on a bill to fund 
and reform the system. They 
noted the House should not try to 
deal with major reorganization 
in a crisis 24 hour period. Others 
noted they supported major 
MBTA reform, but would not 
vote to reconsider this package 
because they feared it would 
pass in its present form which 
provided funding without major 
reforms. (A "Yea” vote is for 
reconsideration of the bill's 
defeat. A "Nay" vote is against 
reconsideration). 

Saltmarsh voted against the 
amendment. 


Prorogation House approved 
68-58, an order to prorogue and 
end its 1980 session. Supporters 
argued the House has not been 
able to agree on a measure to 
fund and reform the MBTA, and 
urged the matter be tackled next 
year. Noting the governor had 
seized control of the system, they 
said it is now up to the courts to 
decide the matter. Many noted 
the Senate had rejected an order 
to convene a Constitutional 
Convention, thus a possible joint 
session was no reason to stay in 
session. Opponents argued that 
prorogation would kill MBTA 
reorganization for this year, and 
urged the House to stay in 
session and try to work out an 
acceptable package. Many said 
the House should stay in session 
and put pressure on the Senate to 
meet in a ConCon to consider 
many key constitutional 
amendments still pending. (A 
"Yea" vote is to end the session. 
A "Nay" vote is against ending 
the session). 

Saltmarsh voted against the 
amendment.

provide a sanding truck in the event of 
icy weather. 

However, Groux said he thinks 
Sopper's offer should have come earlier. 

“It would have been nice if Mr. Sopper 
had recommended this during the years 
lie worked for the Water Department and 
not have waited until the town has spent 
money to conduct the flushing program," 
Groux said. 

Calling the current re-lining program 
underway in the town a “'comprehensive 
one," Groux said work presently un¬ 
derway should have been done 10 years 
ago, when Sopper worked for the Water 
Department. 

Sopper's offer followed a 
demostration last week in which water 
lines were flushed on streets which in¬ 
cluded the Mystic Valley Parkway. 
Walnut street and Myrtle street. 

The demonstration was conducted 
under the auspices of a committee 
headed by Saraco which had been ap¬ 
pointed to study the effect of a flushing 
program the town completed earlier this 
year. 

Sopper and Maurice DiBlasi of 
Socrates Way had criticized that 
program, saying the methods employed 
amounted to a random rather than a 
controlled flushing program. 

According to Sopper, of the three 
streets tested Friday, "two came dirty." 

Sopper said he had planned to test a 
list of some 15 streets but was told by 
town official he could not complete this 


list since the demonstration might result 
in dirty water complaints from residents 
and require overtime by town employees 
to correct the problem. 

Sopper said Friday’s demonstration 
persuaded officials to have all values 
closed, with the exception of the one on 
the pipe being flush cleaned, when the 
flushing program is underway. 

However, Warrington said Friday he 
felt that the demonstration provided 
there was "essentially no difference" in 
the methods utilized by the Water 
Department and those advocated by 
Sopper. 

Sopper also asked that the town ap¬ 
propriate from $2UO,01)U-$250.00(> to 
purchase from 175-200 flushing hydrants, 
at least an equal number of control 
values and lor the manpower necessary 
to install these items in an attempt ti> 
bring to program to |>ermanent stan¬ 
dards. 

Selectmen Macdonald told the Hoard 
Monday he felt the demonstration was 
useful. He said he was satisfied with the 
flushing program as it had been con¬ 
ducted this year but said information 
gathered Friday could be useful in future 
flushing programs. 

Winchester’s water system and 
flushing program got a clean bill of 
health from the DEQK Sept. 22 when 
Jerry McCall said Warrington was 
proceding with the program using "the 
best engineering technique."

We Asked For 
It, We Got It - 
Prop. 2Y2 


We asked for It. And we are 
getting It. 

In an attempt to gain some 
much-needed tax relief, the 
voters of Massachusetts voted 
overwhelmingly for Prop 2.6. 
Now, however, It Is time to pay 
the piper...and It hurts. And from 
all Indications, the amputation 
operations have only Just begun. 

Last week, In an effort to cut 
$714,000 to offset the anticipated 
loss of auto excise tax revenue, 
Town Meeting cut, among other 
things, the mini-bus service. 

In Its first year of service last 
year, the mini-bus serviced 
120,000 people. Since the increase 
in fares from 25 to 40 cents, 
rldership has dropped slightly 
but the buses are still averaging 
10 riders per bus per hour. And 
that is without routes to the 
Burlington Mall, a service that 
many insist would dramatically 
Increase rldership. 

The riders are predominantly 
(50-60 percent) children, so the 
elimination of the service will be 
an inconvenience that will return 
the pre-driving-age adolescents 
to their parents, many of whom 



probably voted for Prop 2.5 
anyway. 

Those who will be hurt the 
most will be the elderly, who 
constitute 25 percent of the 
rldership. They can’t rely on 
parents and their friends are 
equally likely to be earless. 
Taxis are almost prohibitively 
expensive. And many live on 
fixed incomes that are fast losing 
ground to inflation. 

'.'I feel badly for the senior 
citizens," said Mini-Bus 
Advisory Committee Chairman 
Gary Watros. "For them, It (the 
mini-bus) is not a frill...It is a 
chance to be useful, to do things 
for themselves, to be in¬ 
dependent. That's pretty fun¬ 
damental.” 

But that is exactly where we 
find ourselves — In a fun¬ 
damental battle between limits 
on taxes and limited services. 
Someone and something has to 
give and, no matter who does the 
giving It hurts. Especially when 
it Is those who can least afford it. 

Such, however, is the tale of 
Prop 2.5. We asked for It. Now we 
must work It out as painlessly as 
possible. It won’t be easy.

At the height of the MBTA 
crisis last weekend, state 
Senator Samuel Rotondi was 
quoted as saying In reference to 
the T’s Carmen’s Union that 
“labor unions are like children — 
they deserve to be spanked 
sometimes.“ 

It was a poor choice of words, 
understandable perhaps given 
the crisis atmosphere. And it 
was also a blanket 
generalization that suffers the 
same inaccuracy of all blanket 
generalizations. 

But in the case of the MBTA 
Carmen's Union, “spanking" or 
the elimination of certain 
outrageous union contract 
provisions was long overdue. 

For his efforts to return fiscal 
and management sanity to the T, 
however, Rotondi has been 
placed on the Carmen’s Union 
“hit list” for the next state 
election. 

If there were ever any doubt 
about the union's priorities, the 
Carmen's Union has now made it 
crystal clear — quality service 
at a reasonable cost takes second 


place to the lining of their own 
pockets with public monies. And 
anyone who gets in the way of 
their heist will have to pay at the 
polls. 

Rotondi should not have to 
pay any price. He should be 
congratulated for helping to 
restore a more equitable balance 
between the T management and 
the union. 

Gone are such provisions as 
those that required one “guard" 
for every two cars, that allowed 
overtime to be figured in the 
pension calculations and that 
gave the union control over 
hiring and firing. 

And it is not as if the T em¬ 
ployees are suddenly in the poor 
house. They have 40 percent 
higher salaries than other state 
workers in similar jobs and also 
have higher salaries than any 
other transit system in the 
country. 

“I don't feel at all like I have 
an anti-union perspective," said 
Rotondi.

These women are 
hard workers who do thirgs around a 
house who nobody appreciates and are 
not noticed until they pile up and in my 
mind (is very humbling work). Some of 
these employers forget to pay these 
people or will date checks way ahead. 
This is not the way It should be. and 
another thing, these women wouldn't be 
doing this kind of work unless it was a 
must. These women should also be paid 
for their transportation. This kind of 
treatment is what forces people to form 
unions. 

In the old days the Indians took their 


old folks out in the wilderness to die and 
left them there with some water. Today, 
it is a trauma to live also when old. IT this 
is paranoid, so be it.

graffitti-ridden obsolete editions 
of books because the town cannot 
afford new texts, those who will 
use worn-out uniforms and 
equipment so much in disrepair 
that it will become dangerous. 

He is a son, he is a student, a 
student who may grow to resent 
his representatives for not in¬ 
stituting proper cut programs, a 
student whose faith in the 
legislative system will be 
diminished. 

Oh, he won't say so in so 
many words, but he will know, 
that somewhere along the line, 
he has been cheated. By himself, 
in a sense.

Area Quake 
Relief Effort 


Sen. Sam Rotondi has been appointed 
by Gov. Edward J. King and former Gov. 
John A. Volpe to serve as the 4th District 
Coordinator for the Governor's Italian 
Earthquake Relief Fund. 

“The main concern of everyone in¬ 
volved,” commented Rotondi, "is to see 
that lot) percent of the funds collected 
will be distributed into the hands of the 
people who need it the most.” “To do 
this,” continued Rotondi, “the Governor 
has requested that former Governor 
John Volpe deliver and distribute the 
monies collected by this effort directly to 
the people in the earthquake stricken 
area, rather than through government 
conduit.

Sen. Samuel Rotondi voted 
against the amendment. 

Advisory Board (S 2274) - 
Senate rejected 23-12, an 
amendment leaving the advisory 
board intact, and removing a 
provision allowing the governor 
to appoint a board member with 
voting power'"of 20 percent 
equal tp iTiat of the mayor of 
Bostftrn Supporters argued 
giving the governor a 20 percent 
vote will weaken the watchdog 
job of the advisory board, and 
give the governor too much 
power. Many noted the gover¬ 
nor's seat will reduce the votes of 
smaller cities ahd towns by 20 
percent when Boston and the 
state disagree on issues. 
Opponents said the governor's 
seat will Insure that the state, 
which is paying 50 percent or 
more of costs, will have a say on 
the board. Others pointed to the 
provision that if Boston and the 
state agree on an issue, their 
combined vote is 20, not 40 
percent. They said this would 
actually increase the power of 
suburban communities. (A 
"Yea” vole is for removing the 
governor from the advisory 
board. A "Nay” vote is for 
putting the governor on the 
board . 

Rotondi voted against the 
amendment. 

Four Percent Cap (S 2274) - 
Senate rejected 37-0, a motion to 
eliminate a provision which 


prohibits the MBTA budget from 
increasing more than four 
percent above the previous 
year’s budget. The provision also 
allows the four percent cap to be 
exceeded only by a two-thirds 
vole of the advisory board and by 
a two-thirds roil call vote of the 
House and Senate: Supporters of 
the cap opposed this motion to 
strike it from the bill. They said 
it was time to stop wasteful 
spending and urged the Senate to 
retain this provision subjecting 
the MBTA to the same cap Im¬ 
posed on cities and towns. (A 
"Nay” vote is against 
eliminating the provision, and 
therefore is for the four percent 
cap). 

Rotondi voted against the’ 
amendment. 

Quarterly Review (S 2274) • 
Senate rejected 20-17, an 
amendment to the section 
requiring the MBTA to submit 
quarterly financial reports to the 
advisory board. The amendment 
prohibits the MBTA from 
spending more than is allotted 
for any quarter without approval 
of the advisory board. Sup¬ 
porters argued the amendment 
will avoid a crisis like the 
current one by Insuring the T 
does not overspend its quarterly 
budget so it cannot overspend its 
annual one. 

Rotondi voted against the 
amendment.

Fireman John 
Farrell: 


Going 

Solar

It's not an uncommon sight on the streets of Winchester to 
see fireman John J. Farrell Jr. driving behind the wheel of 
fireengine No. 1 

However, there is more to John Farrell than meets the 
eye. Not only is he a fire fighter and an expert mechanic, he 
is also the designer and builder of his own solar energy home. 

John Farrell learned his carpentry skills working for his 
father* installing billboards and constructing pre fabricated 
houses. Building his own solar home is something he has 
wanted to do for a long time. “This has been a dream of mine 
ever since I married,’’ said Farrell. “My family has lived in 
other homes in the area but we have grown out of them This 
house will take care of all of our needs for a long time to 
come.” 

Farrell is constructing his solar energy home off of 
Highland ave. “Finding the proper sight was the most dif¬ 
ficult problem 1 faced,’’ said Farrell. “Thisspot is not perfect 
but it will do." He began work on the house in June and hopes 
to have it completed this March. The house will not be solar 
powered, however, until the spring, primarily because of 
manufacturing delays. 

John Farrell’s solar system will function both actively 
and passively. The active system starts with solar panels 
that will be located on the south facing side of the roof, This is 
to ensure maximum sun exposure. Ten percent of the energy 
collected by these panels will be used for electricity, while 
the remaining ninety percent will be used to provide heat. 
This heat, generated by the solar panels, will be pumped 
down the chimney by a fan into the cellar and will be stored in 
a stone vault. The heat trapped in the stones in the vault will 
be distributed throughout the house thermostatically by a 
blower. For cloudy days, the house will be equipped with 
batteries. And in the case of prolonged cloud cover, propane 
gas will supplement the active solar system. 

The passive solar system, on the other hand, uses half- 
inch windows to warm the house. These windows are located 
on the roof accompanying the solar panels. The sunlight that 
enters through these windows will be absorbed by the stone 
floor and radiated throughout the room. Of course, the house 
will be well-insulated to prevent heat loss. 

“How much will you save?" is a question Farrell has had 
to answer very frequently. It may take as many as ten years 
for the system to pay for itself, according toFarrell, because 
of the rather substantial original investment. It may take 
lessime if the price of fuel continues to increase at its present 
rate. Nevertheless, Farrell insists that "saving money is not 
my prime objective. I enjoy doing this. I like being outdoors 
using my hands. I also like keeping up with the times. I like to

Farrell has applied his Interests in up-to-date technology 
lo his job at the fire department as well. "I like to keep up on 
nhat is new whether it be in the field of solar energy or fire 
fighting," hesaid. 

Farrell has accomplished much at the fire department 
nnce becoming master mechanic in 1968. His influence is 
ibvious. Each vehicle has been personally modified by him 
ki one way or another. For example, he installed a roof on the 
e.ib of one of the older engines to protect the fire fighters 
from falling debris and he devised new methods of hose 
storage and new pick and ax receptacles to make fire 
lighting safer and more effective. Farrell also converted the 
utire department fleet to diesel power, an accomplishment 
or which he had to prepare and study many long hours. John

Kngine No 1. In other words, Farrell is one of the major 
factors that made the Fire Department the effective force it 
is today. 
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One of Farrell's colleagues. Lieutenant Bob Walsh, the 
department fire prevention officer, describes Farrell this 
way: '‘I've known John for a long time and 1 can’t say enough 
about the man. To list all of his contributions lo the fire 
department would be impossible. While serving here he has 
been innovative, industrious and dedicated. There is ab¬ 
solutely no question in my mind that he has served well 
beyond the call of duty and in doing so has saved this town a 
lot of money." 

Farrell started working at the fire department in 1963. He 
was born in Winchester in 1940. but was raised in Wilmington, 
Burlington and Woburn. He attended Boston College High 
School before graduating from Woburn High. He then at¬ 
tended and graduated from Franklin Technological Institute 
in Boston. 

Farrell married his wife, Evelyn (Rogers), in 1960 and 
returned to Winchester in 1962. Today, the Farrells have four 
children: Donna 19; Lauri 18; Kimberly 15; and Tricia 13. 
The eldest two are away at college, while the younger two 
attend local schools, 

John is content with his life at this point. ‘‘My job at the 
fire department is like a hobby to me," he said, Some day he 
hopes to own his own business. Ideally he would like to deal in 
some form of technology, perhaps solar energy. Whatever he 
tackles next, you can be sure he will be in the vanguard ot the 
business. And he will probably lead the way single-handedly 
to bool.

Enthusiastic 

New Program Administrator for the 
Council On Aging, Shelley Ober, says her 
biggest challenge will be to make the 
community, old, young and everything in 
between, aware of what really goes on at 
the Jenks Senior Center, 

In these limes of Prop. 2.5, which 
some Town Meeting members said made 
her job expendable, it is essential that 
people realize that Jenks is not just an 
extravagant coffee shop for the town's 
more than 3,000 elderly citizens. 

“More community education, that’s a 
clear thing I have lo do,” the 24-year-old 
graduate of the University of 
Massachusetts said. "I think people 
aren't aware of the importance of this 
place. I don’t think the town realizes the 
energy that's here, There’s a lot going on 
down here. They just don't come down 
here tosil around and have a cup of tea.” 

Aside from that goal, her dudes will 
include compiling the newsletter, 
specifically the calender of events sec¬ 
tion as well as determining what new 
activities might work at at the center. 
“I’m the link between the senior center 
and the town, the other agencies, like the 
I. ystic Valley Mental Health Center 
and the seniors and with the state,” said 
Ober. 

Although she lias just started her job 
lives in Arlington and admits. ”1 have a 
lot to learn,” she’s not exactly a new face 
in town. 

To lake this job she just left her 
position at the Aberjona Nursing Home, 
“So I’m really quite familiar with the 
community,” she said. 

She previously worked in a Woburn 
nursing home and has taken countless 
courses in geriatrics and working with 
families to go along with her B.A. in 
Psychology Irom l Mass. "1 have a good 
background for here, I think,” she said. 

And with the attitudes of the seniors in 
Winchester she feels a lot can be ac¬ 
complished. 

"I'm really impressed with the 
energy here,” she said. "The older adults 
have a lot of skills, a lot of abilities that 
sometimes they don’t realize. It’s really 
a sin when someone retires Irom work 
and lhat's it lor them even though they’re 
the same person. They have a lot to 
teach.” 

She feels much ol the energy can be 
attributed to the seniors unceasing work 
of getting the center built through their 
own fundraising efforts. 

"They are stronger hero and more 
united because ol that.” she suggested, 
"It all goes back to their working so hard 
to gel this place I have a feeling that this 
is one ol the most active senior centers in 
the state.” 

Despite the potential economic 
problems, Ober said she had lew 
reservations about succeeding Sara 
Dillon as program administrator. 

"That is just the reason we have to 
make people become aware of what's 
going on here,” she said about the fiscal 
problems in the wake of 2.5.1 thought this 
might he a risk but I thought the ex¬ 
perience will he worth it I feel you’re 
going to have lo take risks in life and I 
was so eager to work here with these 
people,” she said. 

It is not an easy task lo fill the shoes of 
Sara Dillon who was so well liked at the 
center. Hut Ober delinilely seems lo he 
on the right track

Holly Stevenson Tries 


Out College Basketball

The vigorous action under the basket 
at St. John's University's Alumni Hall 
was Holly Stevenson's rude awakening to 
the world of women's college basketball. 
She had glided through the lane like u Dr. 
J, replica and then was swarmed by 
three anxious defenders, 

A couple of fakes later. Holly 
Stevenson was viewing the game from 
the pine. 

"How bout a foul,' yelled Stevenson, 
a former Winchester High Saeheinette. 
The man wearing the black and white 
shirt smiled politely hut indicated it was 
a clean play. It looked like a long nighl 
for one Holly Stevenson. 

In her next trip down court, she 
el imbed over one of St. John’s players, 
tipped in the ball and was fouled. It was 
Stevenson who was giving the polite 
smiles now. 

The buzzer had just sounded, sum¬ 
moning her to the bench. She hud given 
the starting forward a breather and 
resumed her position as a reserve. Like 
the on-eall doctor, Stevenson must he 
ready at a moments notice. 

It was three years ago that Stevenson 
was concluding her third varsity season 
at Winchester, leading the Sachems as 
well as the Middlesex League in scoring 
with an IB.9 average. After one year at 
Lyndon State in Vermont, she finds 
herself in a key role tor the Lady Huskies 
ol Northeastern University Hut to 
peruse the records of Stevenson while at 
Winchester, chapters illustruling her 
many collegiate suitors following her 
15177 graduation were missing 

No offers. No letters, No invites. 
Nothing. 

"A lew years ago, the word recruited 
wasn't used around this area," explains 


Stevenson. "They have just recently 
started to recruit around Winchester 
While I was there, no one looked at me. 
Not even Northeastern." 

With no gymnasium doctors making 
house calls, Stevenson left the Ray Stale 
lor Vermont. The greener pustures of 
Lyndon Stale had attracted her and all 
desires tor a small school atmosphere 
would he fulfilled there. 

Hut after one brief year playing for 


the Division III Hornets, Stevenson found 
Lyiulonville to Ik* just a trifle small. With 
only 550 men and 500 women, her 
disenchantment grew fast. 

It was back to the Commonwealth 
after averaging 15 points a game up 
North. Kuced between the choice of 
Northeastern and Bentley College, 
Huntington Avenue in Boston provided

There’s Just No 
Place Like Home 

The word "home" takes on a totally different me ining from the 
one Mr. Webster of dictionary fame claims it Is wh n you consider 
high school hockey. 

Reading High School plays their "home" get tes in Woburn, 
Burlington's "home" games? Why, in Billerica, of mrse. 

But for the Sachem hockey team, home not ot* y has taken on a 
different meaning, for the past three years the word has not existed. 
If ever there was a little group of wanderers It was the Sachem 
Icemen. 

That’s why Sachem hockey fans are eagerly looking forward to 
this season. The prodigal son has returned home - sort of. 

After three years of a nomad existence, three years of road 
games, the Sachems have a home. Except, It’s in, ah, Watertown. 

"It’s the closest thing where we can play nine (home) games," 
said Coach Mike Houghton. "We’d like to be closer but..." 

But after a three-year road trip, this will do fine, thank you. As it 
was noted, it Is not unheard of for a high school hockey team to play 
Its home games away from home. But for the Sachems, three years 
of always playing opponents at their rink has hurt. How much this 
will help now remains to be seen. 

"I don’t know how much effect It will have," Houghton admitted. 
"That’s an Intangible, for sure. But I know it’s very tough going to 
Billerica twice, that’s where Burlington plays and It’s very tough to 
have to go to Lexington twice. It makes It very tough always playing 
in their rink. 

"In Lexington, they play that rink to a T," Houghton continued.

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the choice. Nli's widely known 
cooperative plan ol education would 
sway her in Hie direction of Dockser Hall 
and the largest private institution in the 
nation. 

In her first season for the Huskies. 
Stevenson played in all 20 games in a 10 - 
ttl season and wound up as the team s 
lourth leading scorer with a 6.5 average. 
Oddly enough, she played her best game 
or 79 against Bentley, scoring 13 points 
and grabbing 9 rebounds. The S’ll”, 140 
pounder was NU’s third leading bound 
getter a year ago, and collected game 
highs on lour separate occasions, in¬ 
cluding ll in a 71-69 upset win over the 
Lady Ex press of St. John's. 

"1 think I played pretty well last 
year,” says the Business major. “It was 
u long season and I think Northeastern 
gave a lot of teams a game that they 
thought we wouldn't. On the whole, I was 
pretty pleased with last year.” 

Bui, at the end of the 1979 season, head 
coach Judy Schnieder would relinquish 
the post, as the position was being made 
into a full-time one, With u new coach and 
a new system. Stevenson hit the 
Suburban Summer League in hopes of 
maintaining her starting spot. 


She ployed lor the Winchester entry 
coached by Babson College's Nancy 
Dizio in the North League and tinned up 
on what she figured was crucial for 
continued success: rebounding and in¬ 
side play, 

‘‘I worked pretty hard on my in¬ 
dividual skills along with rebounding and 
inside position,” says Stevenson. "I knew 
with u new coach coming in, l would have 
lo prove myself all over again.” 

Pre-season tryouts under new mentor 
Joy Malchodi, a former head coach at 
Indiana University in Bloomington, went 
well lor Stevenson. She was slaled for the 
starting berth at forward until an ankle 
injury forced her lo the sidelines. With 
Stevenson ailing, Malchodi had to 
revolve season preparation around using 
her in u reserve role until she was able to 
go lull lilt. 

'Holly missed a lot of the pre-season 
workouts after tryouts because of the 
injury and will have to work her way 
hack.” says Malchodi who in her four 
years in Bloomington led the Hoosiers to 
I, pair of Indiana Stale Championships 
along with a third place finish in the 
Uegionals. 


"Holly’s strong points arc her 
rebounding both offensively and 
defensively," says Malchodi. "That will 
be important to us in the future because 
we are not a strong rebounding team.” 

With an entire new system im- 
plimented in Dockser Hall, the Lady 
Huskies have not fared well thus far. 
They have ventured into the Empire 
Slate twice (both in ihe same week), and 
lost lo West Point 55-46 and St. John’s 65- 
56. But with (he talented Malchodi at the 
helm, NU hopes to expand iLs program, 
creating the same impact the highly 
regarded men's team has. 

"1 am really looking forward to this 
season because coach Malchodi really 
knows a lot aboul the game. Nor¬ 
theastern is a new experience for me. It’s 
really exciting here playing the West 
Point’s and St. John's, The calibre is 
much higher here," says Stevenson. 

While at Winchester, Stevenson 
collected MVP honors as well as copping 
Middlesex League and Boston Globe All 
Scholastic honors. Although (he 
Sachcmettes went 10-8 her senior year 
and laded to hit the post season scene, 
Winchester basketball did prepare her 


lor the bumps and floor bums she would 
acquire during her stay at Northeastern. 

For Stevenson, who once outscored 
the entire Wakefield High team in a 67-33 
Winchester win, college basketball might 
be a jarring experience on the court, but 
she's destined lo have her day. There’s 
always refs watching,.

So even though It is hardly every team that has rinks in their own 
town, “they all have one place that they play in," Houghton said. 

And now, so do the Sachems. 

Athletic Director William Colella said he had begun negptiating 
with Watertown last winter and soon after reached an agreement. 

“I don’t think it’s as good as playing in Winchester but we’re 
happy to be just playing anywhere," he answered when asked about 
the new home. 

Winchester, of course, used to play their home games at the USA 
rink on Conant Rd. and their sub-varsity teams still do. But three 
years ago Ralph Tedesco, a principal owner of the rink, said enough 
to high school varsity hockey. The rink had previously handled the 
entire Middlesex and Greater Boston Leagues. 

“To put it in one word, it’s just plain economics," Tedesco said. 
For the same amount of money he doesn’t have to put up with 
parking problems, with littering, with the responsibilities of han¬ 
dling tickets and referees. It's much easier. 

"If it wasn’t one thing, It was always something else," Tedesco 
remembers ruefully. 

, So for now, home is the Watertown Municipal Skating Arena on 
Pleasant st. where the Sachems will be squaringoff against Reading 
Saturday at 3:10 in a jamboree with six other Middlesex League 
teams. 

Then a week from Saturday the Sachems open the season against 
Watertown. At home. Or is it on the road? Umm.

Despite his glum predictions of the 
future, Rotondi said he was satisfied that 
the T problem had been resolved and that 
for now on it will be a "better managed 
and more efficient system.” 

He credited Senate President William 
Bulger with breaking the logjam over 
who should have to pay the additional $31 
million needed to keep the T running the 
rest of the year. 

“There’s no question about it, Billy 
Bulger was responsible for breaking the 
logjam,” Rotondi insisted. 

The House and the Senate couldn’t 
come to agreement on payment, the 
House arguing that the state should pay 
half and the T district communities half 


while the Senate maintained that the 
state should pick up all the costs. 

On Saturday morning Bulger told 
Rotondi he was reconsidering the 
Senate's position, “At that point he told 
me, ‘l hope you don’t think I'm letting 
you down or letting the Senate down, but 
I’m going to compromise. I can't let the T 
stop running.”’ 

Bulger then took the “unprecedented” 
action of approaching the conference 
committee with his compromise of the 
stale paying 75 percent and the cities and 
towns 25 percent. 

"Bulger went in and addressed the 
conference committee that (Saturday) 
morning and just said, in effect, 'I give 
up, what do you want?’ Then he went 
public for the first time, he sought out the 
press and made his feelings public and 1 
think that’s what made the difference,” 
Rotondi said,

agreement was reached and the service 
was restored after a one-day absence. 

“Sevcnty-five-lwenty-five was good in 
that it was keeping alive vital public 
transportation. It also gave management 
rights that never would have been 
dreamed of a year ago,” he added. 

The agreement provided for sweeping 
changes in the management-union 
relationship, that until now, Rotondi said, 
had weighed heavily in favor of the 
unions. 

Gone are such provisions that 
required one “guard” for every two cars, 
that allowed overtime to be figured in the 
pension calculations and union control 
over firing and hiring. 

“We restruck a proper balance bet¬ 
ween management and the unions," 

Rotondi said. “You can’t have men 
making inordinate salaries and you can’t 
give only them special overtime benefits

Rotondi insisted that his position did 
not make him anti-union, even if the 
Carmen’s Union seems to think so. 
Published reports in the Boston papers 
last week said that the Carmen’s Union 
had placed Rotondi on its "hit list” for 
upcoming elections. 

"I don’t feel at all like I have an anti¬ 
union perspective,” he said, adding that 
T employees had 40 percent higher 
salaries than other state workers in 
similar jobs and also higher salaries than 
any other transit system in the country. 

“I think the public will judge me In the 
next election on this issue,” Rotondi said. 

“If it hurts me, it hurts me but it's not 
going lo make me kow tow and it’s not 
going to make me change my position."

Next, make.sure your engine oil is at 
the proper level. If your regular oil is a 
heavy-weight oil, you might consider 
switching to a lighter weight oil. If you 
use a multi-weight oil, it should perform 
well enough, 

Next, check the level of fluid in your 
radiator. The fluid should cover the cross 
bars inside the radiator. Also, check the 
concentration of anti-freeze in the water. 
(Anti-freeze should be left in the radiator 
all year round.) The proper mixture is 50 
percent water to 50 percent anti-freeze. 
Plain anti-freeze will freeze at 0 degrees, 
while a half-half solution is good to about 
30-below. To check the anti-freeze con¬ 
centration, a test strip can be bought at 
most auto stores. Otherwise, ask your 
mechanic do it. 

Fourth, check all engine hoses and fan' 
belts for frays and soft spots. You don't 
want to be stuck with a broken fan belt or 
any broken hoses in the middle of 
nowhere. It's surprising how much "the 
middle of nowhere” in the civilized 
Northeast can seem like Outer Mongolia 
on such occasions. 

Finally, have the engine tuned up, On 


just as effective and you won't have to 
get out the tape every evening. Buy a 
small can of liquid graphite and spray it 
into the key lock. The substance coats 
the lock mechanism and keeps it from 
freezing 

To open a frozen lock, heat the key 
and push it into the lock. Or, if the key 
just will not turn in the lock, heat the key 
while it is in the lock. This is an old 
remedy used by gas station attendants 
for years. It is quick and it works. 

If the door itself freezes shut, pound 
around the edges with your fist. In order 
to avoid frozen doors, coat the rubber 
gasket door liner, or the door weather 
stripping, with silicone. 

Lastly, the AAA suggests that you 
leave the windshiled wipers in the “off” 
position when stopping the engine This is 
done to prevent damage to the wipers or 
the wiper motor if, when they are frozen 
into position, the engine is restarted and 
the wipers try to move. 

Washing the car once a week during 
the winter is important to remove salt 
and mud. If it is too cold to wash the car 
yourself, then take it to a car wash, but 
beware.

ran out, probably in March or April, 
Watros said. 

"The motion changed before it got to 
the floor, to not cut the Mini-Bus at all,” 
Watros said, adding that he didn’t know 
who was responsible for the change. "I 
really would not want to point fingers 
because I don’t have all my facts yet,” he 
said. 

But confusion was not the only reason 
for the Mini-Bus elimination. 

Watros maintained that political 
pressures to make more than "paper 
cuts” influenced the Town Meeting’s 
decision. 

"There was a genuine desire to cut the 
budget," Watros said. "And there hadn't 
been to much in the way of service cuts. 
They had been mostly paper cuts. 1 think 
that kind of thinking generalized the cuts. 
But by cutting the Mini-Bus people had 
the feeling that, ’well, at least we cut 
something ’ 1 think it was the wrong 
decision." 

Selectman Chairman Wade Welch 
disagreed that all the other cuts could be 
characterized as "paper cuts.” 

"1 would have to say the position of 
the Multicultural Specialist was a 
significent cut. I can only reaffirm 
(Kev.) Jack Bishop’s concerns and 
Father (John) O’Donnell’s from the 
IC’” Welch said referring to the 
clergymen's appearance at the Select¬ 
men's meeting Monday night to in¬ 
terview for positions on the newly formed 
Committee on Equal Opportunity. 

"If 1 were balancing the two I would 
put the Multicultural Specialist before 
the Mini-Bus. In fact, I would also put the 
garbage collection before the Mini-Bus,” 
Welch said. 

The position of Multicultural 
Specialist will remain unfilled at a 
savings of $12,250. Grace Yong Madsen, 
who was hired in late October, resigned 
unexpectedly just two weeks after 
starting. 

Another factor in making the Mini- 
Bus an attractive candidate for 
elimination, Watros suggested, was the 
recent disagreements between the 
committee, the Selectmen and the 
Chamber of Commerce over the 
proposed Burlington Mall route. 

The Selectmen voted on Oct. 27 to 
postpone a Mall route trial run until Jan. 

1 by a 4-1 vote (Michael Saraco opposed). 
after opposition from the Chamber and 
local merchensts. 

"That created dissension at a time we 
didn't need it. It left the impression, a 
mistaken impression, that the merchenls 
didn't want the Mini-Bus,” Watros said. 

Even though the differences with the 
Chamber and the Selectmen were 
altogether it’s a real shame that we 
damage had been done. 

"It was unfortunate coming as it did 
because it created some dissension, some 
ill will that predisposed the selectmen to 
put it on its list of cuts,” he said. 

And because of the dissesnion over the 
Mall proposal, it became easier to simply 
eliminate the entire program instead of 
debating which parts of the program 
could be salvaged. 

Ironically. Watros said his committee 
was reluctant to. start the mall service 
until the system had demonstrated that it 
was doing well on its own. 

"The MBTA wanted mall buses right 
from the start,” Watros said. "But we 
wanted to see how the system could do on 
its own. We didn't want the service to 


rely on the mall. And we were concerned 
about the downtown," he added. 

But for now the Mini-Bus is out and 
Watros doesn't see it ever returning, at 
least not with the 50 percent subsidy from 
the MBTA. Without that subsidy, Watros 
doesn't feel it is financially feasible to 
run the system. 

’Tve thought about it for the few days 
since the meeting and I don’t think the 
Mini-Bus will ever return. The town 
decided not lo fund the Mini-Bus and it's 
my feeling that it's quite unlikely the 
MBTA would refund the system in the 
future. 

"The real question if we wanted to 
start it again would be whether we would 
get theT's money back. I really doubt it. 
From a T standpoint Winchester is not as 
good a risk in the future as another town. 
We lost credibility when we terminated 
it,” Watros said. 

Paul DiNalale, spokesman , for the 
MBTA, confirmed Watros’ fears of future 
funding should the town wish to resume 
the Mini-Bus. 

"1 think that would be a valid 
assumption,” he said when asked if 
Winchester would have trouble getting 
the funds back in the future after stop¬ 
ping the service. "If the town wanted to 
start it back up again in a few months I 
doubt they would be able to get the 
money,” DiNatalae said, explaining that 
competition for the subsidies is intense. 

Winchester and Lexington were the 
two towns selected by the MBTA in 1978 
lo receive the subsidies after reviewing 
the proposals of six finalists. Watros 
guessed that Wellesley and Stoneham 
would probably be in line to get the 
Winchester subsidy now. 

Watros is especially disappointed with 
the Town Meeting decision because the 
kinks of operating a public transit system 
take a few years to iron out. He felt the 
Mini-Bus was just reaching the point 
where it was functioning properly. 

The cutback in non-peak hour service 
started Monday by reducing the number 
of buses from three to two during midday 
hours. 

Discount ticket books had just been 
printed and were ready for distribution 
and the service to the mall was being 
prepared. 

Ridership on the Mini-Bus had leveled 
off at about 10 people per vehicle, per 
hour, Watros said over the past few 
months. Two summers ago when the 
service first started, the gas crunch was 
at its high point and ridership had 
reached as much as 20 people per 
vehicle, per hour, Watros said. 

But even at the ridership level, 
Watros said it was still comparable to 
Lexington's Mini-Bus system, whose 
higher figures mainly due to its 
Burlington Mall route, he said, 

"It really didn’t have to be cut out 
altogether. It's a real shame that we 
didn't have the opportunity to make the 
changes in the system, changes that need 
a year or so. We didn’t get the chance to 
make the fine tuning which is needed. We 
just didn't have it. 

“Once you start a transit system you 
need lime to let it run. to observe it, to 
tailor it to the particular circumstances 
you are operating under. The sad thing is 
now we really know best how to run it," 
Watros said. 

The biggest losers in the Town 
Meeting decision, Watros said, though, 
were the town’s senior citizens, who 


constituted 20 percent of the Mini-Bus 
ridership, according to Finance Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Robert Frank. 

"I feel badly for the senior citizens. 
It's for them that we kept working all

these years. For them it's not a frill. It’s 
a chance to be useful, to do things for 
yourself, to be independent. That's pretty 
fundamental. It's for them 1 feel badly,” 
Watros concluded.

$174,145 instead ol the $200,145 the School 
Committee was I old would be necessary. 

The major beneficiary was the 
proposed elimination of $26,000 for 
computer education equipment.

Meeting voted to restore the $26,000.

studies had claimed. 

Frank said the FinCom agreed that 
computer education was essential and 
recommended that Town Meeting 
restore that budget. 

But Selectmen Chairman Wade Welch 
disagreed. He argued that Lhc town’s 
computer capability needed upgrading 
and added he thought it strange that 
people might be laid off before Christmas 
while money was being appropriated for 
"pieces of machinery." 

"The Selectmen cannot understand 
this rationale," Welch concluded. 

Athletes from winter sports at the 
high school also received good news that 
they will be given transportation to away 
games. School Committee Chairman 
Catherine Alexander said winter sports

The Multicultural Specialist 
position, vacated suddenly by Grace 
Yong Madsen last month after just two 
weeks on the job, will not be filled, at a 
savings of $12,250. 

School lunches were also increased by 
15 percent, raising the price from 55 
cents to 65 cents, effective when school 
resumes after Christmas vacation. That 


is expected to raise an additional $2,000. 

All the budget reduction will become 
effective Jan. I if it’s part of the town 
budget and wheh school resumes after 
Christmas vacation if part of the school 
budget.

And what it all means is that the

Like residents of cither affluent 
suburban communities, Win- 
chesterites like to believe that the 
abuse of women and the elderly is 
something that happens elsewhere, in 
less fortunate communities. 

The police chief of a town similar 
to Winchester, for example, 
responded to a survey about domestic 
violence by scrawling a one-sentence 
response across the form: “There is 
no abuse in my town.” 

Winchester Police Lt. Andrew 
Crawford doesn't go quite that far. 
“Abuse is at a minimum,” he said 
recently. “There isn't a big problem.” 


But Crawford did add a significant 
footnote to his statement. Abuse, he 
cautioned, is not something people in 
a town like Winchester are inclined to 
bring to the attention of the police. 

They do, however, bring their 
abuse problems to others. And in¬ 
terviews with Winchester Hospital 
emergency room doctors, elderly 
service agency personnel, and local 
crisis intervention center staff 
revealed that the abuse of women and 
the elderly are phenomena which 
cross all socio-economic lines and that 
incidents of each occur regularly in 
Winchester: 

— A Winchester Hospital 
emergency room doctor said he often 


finds himself "stitching up” battered 
women, many of whom are in¬ 
toxicated. 

— The director of Winchester 
Hospital social services told of 
elderly people being battered by their 
children or kepi in cold rooms without 
proper nourishment. 

— Officials of two area shelters for 
battered women said they have dealt 
with a significant number of Win¬ 
chester women 

— And a Jenks Senior Citizen 
Center official told of an elderly 
woman taken purportedly for a car 
ride by her children only to be dumped 
in a nursing home. 

In the emergency room of Win¬ 


chester Hospital. Dr. Cliff Patterson, 
the night emergency duel or. said he 
often finds himself "stitching up” 
battered women, many of them in¬ 
toxicated. 

“Sometimes, the guy who hit them 
brings them in,” he said. 

Patterson added, however, that he 
can only speculate as to what has 
taken place. ”1 just don't pry into 
their personal business.” he said. 
“Some people settle their arguments 
that way.” 

When asked if abuse of the elderly 
and women is a problem here, Dr. 
Marilyn Kovnat. the daytime 
emergency room doctor, replied 
flatly: “Definitely.“ 


Schools, 

68 Jobs 
May Go

The closing of two more schools and 
the elimination of 68 school positions 
were among the $1.4 million in cuts 
presented to the School Committee this 
week as they started the work of forming 
the 1982 budget. 

The cuts are part of the reductions 
made necessary by Proposition 2.5 and 
although the committee stressed that 
these recommendations were 
preliminary, they did not sound op¬ 
timistic 

“There are no easy decisions. (We) 
did not invent Proposition 2.5. But it’s 
here,” School Superintendent William 
MacDonald told a large audience 
Monday night and added the committee 
and the administration will have to work 
with it. He added that at this lime he was 
striving to eliminate supportive positions 
, or things that have become “non- 
essential in the new world of 2.5. We 
thought they were essential pre- 
November,” MacDonald said. 

The $1.4 million reduction breaks 
down in the following areas: 

Personal Services $925,000 
Expenses and Equipment $325,000 
Athletics • $75,000 

School Lunch - $50,000 

Other $25,000

West Side Condo Development Planned 


By 1986, a 96-acre plot on the West 
Side could be the site of 25U luxury con¬ 
dominiums. 

Local developer George Whitten told 
the Planning Board Monday about a 
project that his two sons, Chub and Rob, 
are proposing lor the Moss and Mahoney 
properties. 

The development, which would bo 


divided into six or seven clusters of 35 to 
46 units each, would be located on the 
property between Cambridge street. 
IMato terrace, and Amberwood drive. 

Chub Whitten said he and his brother 
are hoping to have their zoning change 
proposal presented to the April Town 
Meeting. Prior to gelling lhat proposal to 
Town Meeting, it must be the subject of 


public hearings of the Planning Board. 

Chub Whitten said he would be the 
developer of the project and his brother 
would be the architect. 

Sole access to the development, which 
would include a security gate, would 
come off of Cambridge st with an 
emergency-only access onto Plato lerr., 
said Whitten.

He said the use of clusters, com¬ 
bined with the field as a "buffer /.one,” 
would preserve much of the open space 
on the properties. 


The units would be priced from 
$125,006 to $ 21 ) 0,(100 curb, Whitten said If 
the proposal for a zoning change is ap¬

The riders talk to the driver, Betty

The riders are a mixed bag. They 
are young and old. high school 
students and senior citizens, middle- 
aged shoppers and young people who 
lake the T into Boston every morning 
to work and use the mini-bus lo gel 
home again once they’re back in 
Winchester 


However, young or old, riders 
polled last week agree on ant* thing 
They are anything hut happy with the 
scheduled shutdown of the system 
Dec. 31. 

"I ride this bus everyday,” said 
Dorothy Mown, who uses (lie Dus lo 
visit her husband in the Winchester 
Nursing Home. 'I might miss it once 
in a while,” she said, nodding toward 
the driver, "but you ask Betty, she'll 
tell you 1 ride most everyday.” 

Mrs. Mawn, who also uses the bus 
when she shops, doesn't know what 
she'll do about transportation alter 
the system slops running at the end ol 
the month 

“Right now . I haven't had my car 
tor a year It died out with old age and 
the prospects lor gelling a new one 
aren't good.” 

Mrs. Mawn's dilemma is one faced 
by a number of bus riders, par¬ 
ticularly the elderly. 

"It's all crooked puli lies that we 
don't have it (the bus service> ac¬ 
cording to Karl Littlefield “I ride it 
every day." he said, “sometimes two 
or three times a day l have to ride it. I 
can't walk. I>ecause 1 have a bad

It’s a disgrace.'' Littlefield said, 
“as lar as the elderly are concerned." 

Betty Doucette agrees. 

“I don't drive myself so this is a 
great couvinience," Mrs Doucette 
explained I use it more now with the 
bad weather.

1 used lo walk or take a cab if the 
weather was really bad 1 cun depend 
on my family but 1 really feel badly 
about the elderly I've heard a lot of 
them say they're really going to miss 
it." 

Mrs Doucette thinks cuts could be 
have been made m other areas and the 
bus retained in dealing with 
Proposition 2.5. 

“I look at the town as a whole," she 
said, and I think they can cut some of 
the other things instead of cutting 
this.” 

Stella Cheng, who rides the bus an 
average ol three times a week and 
“more than lhat in the summer” also 
opposes the closing ol the bus system

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Hospital May Be 
Asked To Vacate 


Selectmen will vole Monday on 
whether to give Winchester Hospital 
formal notice to vacate the Washington 
School building so a Boston-based 
developer can go forward with plans to 
convert the structure into an 18-unit 
condominium project. 

The hospital is currently a six-month- 
lenant-al-will user of the facility. 

TheCodman Company was one of four 
firms considered for the development of 
that property in October. Codman of¬ 
fered $305,000 for the building and agreed 
not to insert a developer's control clause 
which would have allowed the company 
to retain control of the project in- 
definately. 

Under the terms of the agreement 
with Codman, the company would give 
up one seat on the three-member board of 
directors when 50 percent or nine of the 
18 units had been sold. 

Codman would give up a second seat, 
thus turning over control of the project to 
tenants, when 90 percent, or 16 of the 18 
units had been sold. 

The agreement is based on a one-year- 
formula basis, whichever comes first. 

Selectmen decided to vote on giving 
the hospital formal notice after receiving 
the first draft of the purchase and sale 
agreement for the property last Monday. 

The Alternative School Use Com¬ 
mittee, the body studying possible uses of 
the Washington building, initially 
received 15 proposals. The committee 
subsequently narrowed those proposals 
to four, ranking Codman as their first 
choice. 

Hospital President Jack Hunter said 
the decision by Selectmen to vote on 
giving formal notice came as no surprise 
to him. 

“1 don’t have a problem with it,” 
Hunter told The Star Tuesday. ‘Tve been 
anticipating receiving notice from the 
town right along.” 

Currently, the Hospital is conducting 


a number of educational programs in the 
Washington school, both for employees of 
the Highland avenue facility and citizens. 

While he said the Hospital was 
currently taking steps to relocate some of 
those activities, he said none of those 
plans were as yet firm. 

“We're taking steps to find other 
locations,” Hunter said. He said pre¬ 
natal classes would have to be ac¬ 
comodated at off-site locations. 

He also said that a number of other 
educational activities for Hospital em¬ 
ployees might be located in the Russell 
House temporarily.

Transfer Station 
Closing Delayed 


The transfer station won't be closing 
on Monday, at least until after the first of 
the year, when Selectmen will examine 
other alternatives in dealing with the 
effects of Proposition 2.5. 

At a meeting Monday, Selectmen 
discussed a possible Monday closing at 
the Station but deferred action until they 
could get feedback from the union af¬ 
fected and haulers using the station, 
Selectmen will also examine the fees 
charged for using the station. 

Town Meeting voted Dec. 4 to trim a 
total of $717,000 from town and school 
budgets in an effort to meet expected 
shortfalls in the auto excise tax. Among 
those cuts was the elimination of garbage 
collection, a cut which will result in a 
$33,000 savings. 

Currently, the transfer station 
operates 40 hours per week with four 
employees. 

Town Manager Tom Groux, who said 
hours at the station were cut from 72 to 40 
a year ago, said those hours might have 
to be cut even further during fiscal 82. 

Groux said it cost $7,000 to operate the 
station on Monday on an annual basis. He 
said the site was used by both private 
haulers and individuals. 

Commercial haulers, Groux ex¬ 
plained, currently pay from $16-$18 a ton 
to dump refuse at the station. 

The cost to operate the station for the 
balance of the year would be $3,500 Groux 
said. 

The possibility of closing the station 
on Monday drew fire from a number of 
commercial haulers attending the 
meeting. 

Monday closing would mean “I would 
have to lay-off three drivers,” said one 
hauler. 

There are also questions surrounding 
how a Monday closing would affect the 
union members working at the station. 

Chairman Wade Welch spoke against 
the closing, saying, “Garbage Collection 


was cut. I'm not now prepared to close on 
Monday since were are now asking 
private individuals to do more of their 
own hauling.” 

A suggestion that fees for use of the 
station might be raised drew fire from 
Selectmen Edward F. O'Connell. 

“The message of 2.5 wasn't to cut my 
taxes and raise my fees,” O’Connell 
explained. “We should be prepared to cut 
services." 

O'Connell pointed out that Selectmen 
made concessions to haulers a year ago 
concerning the opening of the station. 

“We have enormous adjustments .td 
make" in the wake of 2.5, O’Connell said, 

Selectman John Williams agreed. 

“Somewhere, somehow, sometime, 
we’re going to have to decide” on cuts, he 
said. “Cuts will have to be made 
somewhere or fees will have to be 
raised." 

Selectmen will ask for input from 
haulers, union member at the station and 
examine the fees charged, thus delaying 
action on a possible Monday closing until 
after the first of the year.

Saying he thought the existing force 
was understaffed, Fite Chief Robert 
McElhinney said he "didn't think it 
would be fair" to man the West Side fire 
station with two men. 


Budget Cuts 
Cancel Holiday 
Singing Plans 


For 56 years, the Fortnightly Club has 
sponsored carol singing on Christmas 
Eve on the Town Common under the soft 
glow of holiday lights. 

There will be no 57th year festivities. 

Proposition 2.5 has become the 
ultimate Scrooge. 

Town Meeting voted Dec. 1 to cut the 
recreation department budget by $ 10 , 000 , 
according to Town Manager Tom Groux. 
Part of that money, Groux explained, 
would have paid a contractor to string 
the lights on the Common." 

In addition, Town Meeting voted a 
$137,000 cut in the public works budget. 

A fair share of the energy costs to 
light the lights would have come from 
this budget, Groux said. 

These cuts and a decision by Select¬ 
men not to spend money for non-essential 
purposes will leave the Common dark 
Christmas Eve. 

Groux said he did offer the services of 
men and equipment to plant Christmas 
trees around town but the town couldn’t 
pay the energy costs for the lights. 

Rita Spence, Executive of the 
Chamber of Commerce said that while 
she gotten the contractor to agree to 
string the lights for free there was still 
$400 in costs over and above those 
charges. 

"We're not too thrilled about it,” she 
explained. 

Groux is not thrilled either. 

"I don’t think it’s fair to put the finger 
on the town," Groux explained. "What 
did people do before there was elec¬ 
tricity." 

And last week, the Fortnightly Club 
cancelled plans for their traditional carol 
singing festivities on the Common. 


McElhinney spoke to Selectmen 
Monday on a possible closing of the West 
Side station in the wake of the passage ol 
Proposition 2,5. 

"It’s difficult to make any comments 
on 2,5,” the Chief said. "We haven’t had 
much direction, but the cuts will be 
drastic." 

2,5 will effect not only fire protection 
in Winchester but mutual aid calls to and 
from surrounding communities. 

"Mutual aid will be drastically af¬ 
fected by 2.5,” McElhinney explained. "1 
wouldn’t put to much weight in mutual 
aid. It will be a judgement call to send 
our men out on mutual uid calls.’’ 

Currently, there are three permannnt 
openings in the fire departmcnl. Those 
appointments, which are made by the 
Chief and Town Manager Tom Groux. 
are accompanied by a Civil Service list 

Following a motion by Selectman 
Edward F. O’Connell, Selectmen voted to 
urge favorable action in filling one of 
those position with a firefighter who has 
been on temporary status at the 
department for a year, 

Of the other two vacancies, Selectmen 
asked that the Chief not make them until 
Groux could offer some clarification on 
cuts which might be made in order to 
come into line with the provisions of 2.5. 

The possible closing of the West Side 
station was the topic of discussion with 
Selectman Alan Macdonald saying he 
didn't see any need to close the station if 
there would be no resulting reduction in 
personnel. 

McElhinney explained that the 
department currently operates with four 
work groups with thirteen men in 
each group. 

Vacation time, sick leave and con 
Iractural obligations have to be con 
sidered, the Chief said, and "I never 
arrive at work when l have 13 men on any 
one shift.” 

He said the workload al the fire 
department had increased by one third 
since the ambulance service was moved 
from police to fire department 
jurisdiction in 1977. That service makes 
approximately 600 runs a years, the Chief 
explained. 

Selectmen O'Connell questioned 
McElhinney concerning the sort of in¬ 
spections conducted by the department. 

While the Chief said the department 
currently charged no fee for smoke 
alarm and other inspections, he said 
surrounding communities did charge a $5 
fee.

Saturday was not exactly a ben¬ 
chmark dav for Police Chief John 
McHugh. 

He was driving down Elmwood 
avenue when he noticed a ear "bouncing 
off" parked cars on both sides of the 
street and headed straight for him.

over her arms," Kenny said. 

She recalled another woman who was 
kept in a very cold room and denied 
proper nourishment. 

Commenting on the limited budget 
afforded social service departments and 
home care centers, she sighed, "I feel 
there is a potential for this to increase as 
services and funds decrease.” 

Like Lt. Crawford, Kenny said she 
believed a good deal of domestic violence 
in Winchester goes undetected. This 
concealment of abuse in suburban 
communities leaves the citizen with the 
impression Hint it does hot occur, she 
said. 

But Mrs. Betty Robinson, of Ihe 
Boston based Massachusetts Coalition of 
Battered Women Service Groups 
claimed that not to be the case. 

“I would say, based on our ex¬ 
perience, woman battering is not a 
phenomenon that corresponds to a 
particular population density or income 
level," Robinson said. 

She attributed the invisibility of 
domestic violence in affluent com¬ 
munities to a greater amount of options 
for the victims. ‘‘People have more 
resources for dealing with it,” said 
Robinson, “Such as the ability to consult 
private physicians.” 

However, neither of two Winchester 
physicians contacted cared to comment 
on this theory, 

Even more suppressed than the 
battered women issue, many observers 
feel, is elderly abuse. James Bergman, 
director of the Boston office of Legal 
Research and Services for the Elderly, 
said, “Twenty-five years ago child abuse 
was discovered and 10 years ago spouse 
abuse was discovered. In the last year or 
two, we’ve so-called discovered elderly 
abuse.” 

Bergman claimed he and his 
colleagues are the first non-academic 
group in the country- to substantially 
research elderly abuse, 

Legal Research has been very active 


in legislative work, concentrating 
heavily on the reform of guardianship 
law's. Bergman feels the existing laws 
are unjusl in that guardians have 
sometimes been forced on elderly who 
were competent enough to take care of 
themselves but chose otherwise. ”We can 
all go to hell in our own little hand cart,” 
he said, 

Bergman has been aware of cases of 
elderly abuse in the Winchester area and 
spoke very highly of the ability of 
Marilyn Collins and the Minuteman 
Home Care Corporation to handle such 
problems. (Winchester has only recently 
become eligible for these services, after 
an extended period of haggling over the 
town's failure to provide the necessary 
funding.) 

Bergman pointed out that home care 
services are also available to elders who 
have been abused psychologically, a 
form of mistreat.ent that is no stranger 
to Winchester. 

Leonor Rich, an administrator at 
Winchester’s Jenks Senior Citizen 
Center, has seen this in her work here 
and elsewhere. “Often there is a 
disregard for the emotional well being of 
elderly persons,” she said. “They’re 
made to feel like they're parasites." 

Abuse is not always psychological, it 
sometimes comes in the form of 
deception. Rich cited as an example of an 
elderly woman in Winchester, who was 
told she was going for a ride, when in fact 
she was being taken to a nursing home, 

Although Legal Research has been 
unable to tally the annual number of 
elderly abuse cases statewide, they 
conducted a survey in 1979 and have been 
able to draw a profile of the abused elder. 

Their research found that 80 percent 
of abuse victims were female and the 
vast majority lived with the abuser, 
Legal Research felt this showed a great 
tolerance on the part of the abused 
further substantiated by the fact that in 
70 percent of the abuse cases surveyed,

someone other man Ihe victim notified a 
professional. 

However, some observers consider it 
misleading to portray the victims as 
universally innocent and blindly devoted 
to their ruthless oppressors. 

Ann tiillis, Ihe director of social 
services al Symmes Hospital in 
Arlington, said “Not that we’re blaming 
the elderly people, but, in some of the 
cases we’ve seen, the abuse has been 
provoked.” 

Bergman agreed this is sometimes 
the case, but said it neither excuses or 
fully explains the abuse, 

The battered woman has also been 
profiled. Robinson said that at the dozens 
of shelters coordinated by the 
Massachusetts Coalition, ihe average 
victim has been reported to be between 
the ages of 20 and BO, a high school 
graduate, and a spouse for at least four 
years. 

She said thal last year the shelters 
housed 1400 women and children, and 
turned awuy 1290 women due to lack of 
space. The total number of women 
assisted, whether through housing or 
counseling, exceeded 54,000. 

Administrators al two of the 
coalition's shelters, Respond in 
Somerville and the Transition House in 
Cambridge, claimed to have dealt with a 
significant number of Winchester women 
over the years. 

Recently enacted legislation has 
afforded abuse victims alternatives that 
were previously unavailable. The Abuse 
Prevention Act of 1977 led to a new law 
enabling abused persons to apply for a 
restraining order that implements a civil 
sanctioning of the abuser. 

Before the law was enacted, the only 
recourse for abused women and elderly 
was to file .criminal charges of assault 
and battery. If the person were not 
seriously hurt, the police were often 
powerless. 

Consequently, police departments 
have been traditionally condemned as 


A buse: A Personal Look

Louise (as she will be called) looks 
older than her 37 years. The agony the 
Dedham woman experienced living 
with a violent husband has left Its 
mark on her appearance. 

AI the secret location of the 
women's shelter where she is now 
employed, Louise recently discussed 
her tormented years as a battered 
woman, 

“My husband was a surgeon, so he 
hit me in the head where he knew it 
wouldn't show,” said LouiBe. “One 
time, 1 ended up in the hospital with a 
concussion.” 

Louise led an isolated existence 
with her husband in a small suburban 
community outside Hartford, Conn. 
Her efforts to seek help were in vain. 

“I had called the police four times. 
They said they were not interested in 
any problems I was having,” she said. 
“Basically the impression I got was 
thal they were mad at me for 
bothering them.” 


apathetic about domestic abuse, a notion 
Crawford feels is unfair. “Prior to the 
law, unless a person wanted to sign a 
complaint, there wasn’t much we could 
do,” he said. 

Most observers agree that 
recognizing and exposing the problem is 
one of the major roadblocks to 
remedying domestic abuse. Bergman 
summed up the opinions of most of the 
professionals when he said, “Until people 
realile that it happens to a lot of people, 
then they won't come forward, admit 
they’re a victim, and ask for help. If they 
don't, there isn’t a darn thing we can do 
to help them.” 


There were no battered women 
services available at that time. Even 
if there had been, Louise would not 
have had the courage to take that step 
after her experience with the police. 

"It didn’t seem like there was any 
help for me,” she said grimly. “I 
didn’t think I could stop his behavior.” 

The beatings did not occur at the 
beginning of Louise’s marriage. She 
said she lived passively under her 
husband's rule for seven years in a 
“problem-ridden relationship.” The 
abuse began only after she asked for a 
divorce. 

"If I ever disagreed with my 
husband, he said I was crazy and 
threatened to have me committed,” 
said Louise. “Although I wasn’t hit 
until I wanted a divorce, I had never 
defied him because I sensed he was 
violent. I tried to please him.” 

After she requested the divorce, 
Louise’s husband began beating her 
regularly and resorted to extreme 
measures to strengthen his control 
over her isolation. 

"He had a locating bug put on my 
car and tapped our home phone,” she 
said. “I had to go to my friend’s house 
to call my lawyer.” 

She finally stopped the beatings by 
threatening to be treated at the 
hospital where her husband worked. 
She endured the violence for two 
years before taking that step. 

"I suppose I wanted to protect our 
children. I didn’t want to make a fuss, 

I just wanted out,” she said softly. 

Her hesitation to reveal her 
husband’s behavior was also due in 
part to her natural suburban in¬ 
clination to keep unpleasant things 
behind closed doors. She also realized 
that if she had attempted to expose a 
man like her husband, her word would 
have been doubted. 


“It’s simply not believable that a 
man with such a standing in the 
community could do such a thing,” 
said Louise. “But I found out that 
education is no guarantee of gen¬ 
tleness." 

Louise claimed that her husband’s 
violence has “adversely affected” 
each of her three children. One son 
has learning problems, the other has 
been diagnosed as hyperactive, and 
her daughter is far too “clingy" for 
her age. 

Louise has found that helping other 
battered women at the shelter has 
helped her to deal with her unpleasant 
memories. "I’ve watched people 
change phenomenally,” she said. But 
Louise has also been involved in less 
satisfying cases. “Some people go 
from one battering relationship only 
to end up in another,” she said. 

In her work, Louise has found that 
many victims were themselves 
abused as children, and such is the 
case with herself. She feels women 
are subconsciously attracted to a 
familiar homelife. 

“My father was quite a violent 
man and I ended up marrying a 
violent man. Part of me must have 
sensed a connection,” she said. 

Louise has since remarried and 
lives comfortably in Dedham with a 
very “gentle” husband. But she 
carries within her a distrust of men. 

"I feel nervous around, and 
suspicious of men,” said Louise. “All 
of my close friends are women.” 

She has regular contact with her 
ex-husband and each encounter is a 
struggle, a painful reminder of the 
past. 

“It’s just improved to the point 
where I don’t feel physically ill when I 
see him,” she said. “It takes a long 
time for the fear to go away, but I’m 
working on it.”

Good Old Days 


The Good Old Days. 

Everyone seems to want to 
return to The Good Old Days. 
Especially those who voted for 
Ronald Reagan and Proposition 
2.5, who cried out for a return to 
the days when government left 
citizens and businesses alone, 
when taxes were low and folks 
fended for themselves. 

They are getting their wish. 
Proposition 2.5 is already forcing 
massive cuts In government 
spending, Winchester cut 
$717,000 already from the 
current budget. 

And that's only the beginning. 
Town and school officials predict 
$3 million in cuts from next 
year's budgets. 

The response, however, has 
not been the unmitigated Joy we 
might have expected. As a 
matter of fact, "Joy To The 
World," a seemingly ap¬ 
propriate tune for the occasion, 
will not be sung on the Common 
this Christmas as a direct result 
of the beginning of the return to 
The Good Old Days. 

For the last 58 years, the 
Fortnightly Club has sung carols 
on the Common on Christmas 
Eve. For a large number of those 
years, the caroling was done by 


the glow of the electric lights on 
Christmas trees. 

Enter the return of The Good 
Old Days. 

On December 4, Town 
Meeting, in response to Prop 2.5, 
made $717,000 in budget cuts. 
One of those cuts was the budget 
for the stringing and lighting of 
the Christmas lights. Valiant 
efforts by the Chamber of 
Commerce to fill the 
void—getting the lights strung 
for free and finding money for 
the electric bill-fell $400 short. 

"We're not too thrilled," said 
Rita Spence, executive Vice 
President of the Chamber. 

Apparently, the Fortnightly 
Club wasn't too thrilled, either. 
They cancelled the caroling and 
ended a Good Old Tradition in its 
57th year. 

Town Manager Tom Groux, 
however, seems to have 
developed the correct, and 
perhaps only attitude for dealing 
with Prop 2.5-related cuts. His 
response to the deal of the 
tradition was simply: "What did 
people do before there was 
electricity?" 

They sang, by golly. By 
candlelight, by kerosene lantern 
or torchlight. But they sang.

"For more casual 
outings...choose a striped, plaid 
or solid color coat with matching 
stocking cap.” 

"For days when your dog 
prefers to run with the crowd, be 
assured that he or she will stand 
out in your gift of a trendy T-

The cascading effect of 
Proposition 2 l « is being felt. On Dec. 
3. 1980 the Community Use of School 
budget was essentially eliminated 
effective January 1 st, 1981. 
Originally the intention of this 
program was to be a community 
service supported primarily by the 
Town. However, with the coming of 
2 l a we have a whole new ball game 
with a whole new sel of rules. The 
open gym program on Monday, 
Thursday, Saturday and Sunday 
must either become self-supporting 
or done away with completely, As 
the existing director, I must moke 
some major policy decisions and be 
solely responsible for those 
decisions. 

First and foremost, the gym 
should remain open. In addition, if 
managed properly and supported by 
the Town’s people, it can be made 
into a self-sufficient program. 

Therefore, beginning January 1, 
1981 anyone - man, woman or child - 
who uses the gym will pay a flat fee 
of $1. Thus those people who use the 
gym will directly support the gym.

In Quest Of A Fun Toy 


School Care Investigated

1 worry about the direction 
toys are going in. 

Now 1 bear the folks in this 
giant industry no ill will, and I 
know spending money is good for 
the economy, but I'm going to 
pretty much bypass the toy aisle 
in the course of my holiday 
shopping this year. 

Oh. I'll buy some toys. But 
they won't contain batteries or 
tape recorders or solid state 
innards. They won't talk or bleep 
in rainbow colors: In short they 
won't be like most of today’s 
playthings. 

Watching the television 
commercials for some of these 
items gets me crazy. There's a 
doll, for example named Baby 
Wet and Care, who undergoes 
skin changes. You feed her some 
of the special liquid; she wets 
and then develops a diaper rash, 
You uncork more special liquid 
and apply It to her little plastic 
bottom. Presto! The rash is 
gone. Now what kind of a thing is 
that? 

In the early 50's, my sister 
and I tolerated one doll between 
us, who served as the Baby Jesus 
in family Christmas pageants 
and the cowboy gone wrong 
when we needed someone for a 
hanging. Its hair was a frizzed 
rubber ripple on its rubbery 
head. H had one of those "oooh" 
mouths for feeding purposes, but 
nothing so fancy as a digestive 
system complete with uric acid. 
If you held it under water for a 
while, it would eventually wet for 
you out of a chaste opening in the 
small of its back. Most of the 
time, though the water would 
gradually seep out of the four 
joints of its arms and legs. Now 
that doll was fun. 

But it's not just dolls that are 
loo complicated today. They’ve 
got all kinds of things: a Snoopy 
who jumps from here to there, 
from here to there, a toy for a 
simpleton; something called a 
Zap Zap Racetrack whose 
function eludes me; a sad device 
known as a Call-Me-Back 
Telephone... 

This last one really gets me. • 
The poor lonely child in the ad 
makes a pretend call. He hangs 
up and the phone rings. He an¬ 
swers it and receives one of a 


number of recorded messages. 
He takes that call, hangs up, and 
says In a dazed sing-song, "This 
phone is great" before the an¬ 
nouncer takes over with his final 
pitch and the usual taunting 
reminder about how the bat¬ 
teries are not included. 

The trouble, of course, with 
this device Is that there are only 
those ten (or however many) 
messages. The child can receive 
them in all kinds of sequences, 
but there’ll always be just those 
ten. By making up the messages, 
by essentially writing the script 
for the child, the toy's 
manufacturers limit the scope of 
activity that the child can 
Initiate with it. 

Much better to give our 
children a simple plastic phone 
that just sits there, or one of the 
old black ones you probably have 
exiled In disgrace down cellar. 
My kids have one of these and 
it's in constant use. The baby 
puts the receiver to her ear 15 
times a day and says "Wo? 
Daddy?". My three year old 
"calls" him and others too with 
daily reports of the levels of 
chaos and suffering she's un¬ 
dergone that morning. Once she 
told me she was calling Havana, 
though how she developed an 
acquaintance with the Third 
World I'm sure I don't know. 

Do you think they could do 
this on the Call-Me-Back model? 
Not a chance. 

Finally, I have an argument 
with the toy industry’s version of 
artwork. It’s getting harder and 
harder to find simple materials 
for one thing. You can't find 
plain blobs of modelling clay 
anymore. Instead there’s 
PlayDoh, an oddly textured 
queer-smelling substance that 
comes with molds and extruders. 
You can make little teeth and 
then make cavities for them (I'm 
not kidding - it’s called Dr. Drill 
and Fill). You can make 
rosettes, make tiny monsters, 
make spaghetti....Just push a 
button. Then of coure there are 
the Dot-to-Dot books for the 
younger children and the Paint 
By Number sets for the bigger 
kids. 

That these sets pass for arts 
and crafts at all seems the 
greatest perversion. The best 
thing about a little person Is his 


or her brand new perspective on 
the world - his or her unique 
vision. It is through the eyes of 
our children that the world is 
made new for us. It is in our 
children's capacity to see it 
afresh, to dream a new dream, 
that tlie hope of humanity rests. 
And how do they express this 
Infant vision, who are so new to 
words and so free from our tired 
systems of thought? They ex¬ 
press them In pictures and 
shapes, in their own vocabulary 
of mental images, a vocabulary 
that Is set free by a crayon and a 
blank piece of paper or a lump of 
malleable stuff. Do you think 
Picasso started out with Paint 
By Number? Or course not. 

So I’m resolving to make it 
simple this Christmas and to try 
very hard to keep it simple the 
whole year through. As I said, 
this year’s garnering of 
playthings will have no tran¬ 
sistors and no mini-computers. 
They will operate on a battery 
guaranteed not to corrode, one 
that wears down only if it isn’t 
used but never if it is. They'll run 
on the diehard voltage of human 
imagination.

You've just taken a new job 
which you're really excited 
about.

Today hundreds of parents 
face this problem. In this 
country alone, economic 
necessity and-or a need for 
personal growth and 
achieve merit, usually a com¬ 
bination of both, have propelled 
Hie mothers of roughly seven 
million young children into the 
paid work force. Tlie problem of 
who will mind the children is 
especially acute for parents of 
elementary school children, 
who, unlike preschoolers, can’t 
be taken to a child care program 


while making love to Dee In the 
back of a hotel l oom, and so she 
cannot marry her true love, 
Brad, because he Is married to 
Annie, whom everyone thought 
was pregnant, but few people 
know that John altered the 
pregnancy tests, and killed the 
rabbit with a knife.

Thirty-three percent 
of the Family Circle survey 
respondents reported that after 
school hours, their children ages 
fi to 13 were home alone or with 
brothers and sisters without 
adult supervision. The so-called 
"latch key children” are, In fact, 
increasing in numbers, and in 
the Boston area have received 
considerable attention by the 
press. According to a child care 
economist recently Interviewed 
by the Globe, about ten percent 
of all American children under 
the age of twelve are regularly 
left alone after school hours.

To meet the needs of these 
children and their parents, a 
number of communities, 
Lexington, Arlington, Wellesley, 
and Brookline, to name just a 
few In the Boston area, have set 
up after school programs. The 
best of these are not babysitting 
services or simply extensions of 
school. They offer a comfortable, 
but stimulating environment for 
children, a place for them to 
continue to grow and learn and 
play together under adult 
supervision. Our town has no 
such program. 

Recognizing that the latch 
key child is a national concern 
which Is dealt with most ef¬ 
fectively at the local level, the 
Winchester League of Women 
Voters is conducting a study ol 
after school programs this year. 
The object is two fold: to conduct 
a heeds assessment in Win¬ 
chester and to investigate 
programs in communities 
comparable to ours, hopefully 
coming up with good models. If a 
need in our own town can be 
documented, the League will 
attempt to identify what kind of 
after school program parents in 
Winchester desire. 

As the study committee 
begins its work, It would like tc 
touch base with two groups oi 
people: 1) individuals who are 
Interested in the subject anc 
would like to see an after school 
program In Winchester, and 2) 
individuals who can contribute 
useful information or resources 
to the study. A coalition of the 
first group of people will be 
formed, independent from the 
League study committee, so that 
if and when the need for a 
program in Winchester is in¬ 
dicated, the people most directly 
concerned can be involved in the 
planning stages and thus get the 
kind of after school program 
they really want...

faced with more choices. He may 
either remain with the Master he 
trained under, working with the 
salary of a finished apprentice or 
TWr?»ay traveffcpworkttig in 
various pastrjj^ 3hops, even In 
other countries. 

The traveling option was the 
most attractive to Andlinger. 

"The more extensive your 
travel,” he explained as he 
arranged fruit on the white bed 
of filling, "the more extensive 
your repertoire is.” He worked 
In shops in Germany. 

He began stacking the cream- 
ladden, fruit filled layers on top 
of one another. 

"I took a job on an American 
cruise liner as a waiter and met 
my wife Linda,” who was a 
passenger. 

After his cruise contract was 
up, Andlinger moved to Boston, 
working at the Ritz Carlton and 
Quincy Market, plying the skills 
he learned as an apprentice in 
Austria. 

After a while, he decided to 
open his own pastry shop. 

"I'm very encouraged by the 
business world in this country,” 
he explained. "There are still a 
lot of opportunities open. I'm 
very happy to have made the 
right decision to come to Win- 


/'In Austria, they teach you 
everything — the entire day-to- 
day operation — and you start 
right from the bottom, doing 
dishes or cutting fruit. ”* ' 

Satisfied finally with the 
texture of the cream, he began 
basting the cake layers again. 

“Then you move on to simple 
things, like eclairs or fruit cups. 
After the first year, you begin to 
get a feeling for the business. 
Everything becomes easy.” 

The final two years of the 
apprenticeship are spent lear¬ 
ning more complicated 
procedures. 

"Your ability has to be 
proved in school, in various 
competitions,” he said, as he 
smoothed a thick white layer of 
cream on the exposed face of the 
cake. 

"Some Masters spend a lot of 
time with the apprentice and it 
shows,”, he said. "Others send 
them out for coffee or lunch. 
That, I’m afraid, shows too. But 
that happens very rarely,” 

. "It is a very proud business in 
Austria. It's an establishment.” 
At the end of three years, the 
apprentice takes an examination 
in which the apprentice must "do 
certain things.” 

After that, the apprentice is 


working, stirring the fillings, 
examining the fruit or basting 
the round, tan-colored cakes. 

When he was 14 and an 
Austrian school boy, Andlinger 
was faced with two choices. He 
could continue his education in a 
college or he could go to trade 
school. 

He selected the trade school, 
binding himself to a three-year 
program with a Master pastry 
maker. He worked at his job five 
days a week, spending a sixth in 
the classroom. "You work with a 
Master who teaches you the 
various aspects of the (pastry) 
business,” Andlinger said, 
stirring a vast, silver bowl of 
cream so thick that the spoon in 
his hand sometimes hestltated.

He built four cakes while we 
talked amid the warm brown 
smells of baking. 

Smoothing a heavy, sweet 
cream filling and fruit between 
the layers, his hands moved 
quickly, competently, avoiding 
all movement except that which 
was absolutely necessary. And it 
was warm and sweet-smelling 
standing with him near the big 
ovens. 

Occasionally, we heard the 
bell above the door ring, 
signaling the arrival of a new 
customer.

His wife has learned what 
Andlinger termed the "basics" 
from her husband. 

"She's made the shop very 
comfortable and given it a 
homey atmosphere,” Andlinger 
said. "She’s picked up a lot on 
herown.” 

His plans for the future in¬ 
clude the opening of a pastry 
shop in Arlington Jan. 15. 

Beyond that, Andlinger 
dreams of becoming a Master 
himself. 

"You must work for five 
years as a pastry chef and take a 
difficult examination,” he ex¬ 
plained. "It covers every aspect 
of the business, including ac¬ 
counting and bookkeeping and 
you must be able to teach. In 


Europe, the shop must be run by 
a Master or if the owner is mil ;i 
Master, he must hire one " 

“Here it Is easier shire I lien* 
are no such requirements.” 

The cakes were finished Mien. 
I said goodbye and while 1 was 
standing near the door, one of tin* 
shop's most unusual eustomius 
came by. 

He was a thick, low-bulM 
Bassett Hound, with short, round 
legs and a body like a plump 
sausage. 

I'm told he visits the simp 
daily, is handed a croissant and 
returns home. 

Looking back through the 
shop on my way out, I saw 
Andlinger, working on a new 
creation. 

His face wore the expression 
of a man completely satisfied, 
with both his work and hlmself.

The House and Semite • The 
House and Senate finally agreed 
on a compromise bill funding the 
MBTA through 1980 and in¬ 
stituting major reforms in the 
transit system. "Beacon Hill 
Roll Call" records local 
Representatives’ votes on six 
key roll calls and local Senators’ 
votes on one key tally. 

Compromise Package (II 
(fXHfi) - House approves 93-50, 
Senate approved 23-7, the House- 
Senate conference committee 
compromise version of a bill 
funding and reforming the T. 
The package has the stale pay 75 
percent and the T communities 
pay 25 percent of the costs of 
running the system through 
December 31; imposes a four 
percent cap on the T's budget; 
institutes strong management 


rights giving MBTA 
management sweeping authority 
over employees; gives com¬ 
munities outside the T district 
two representatives on the board 
of directors; repeals the law 
requiring a guard for every two 
cars: and gives the governor 20 
percent of the votes on the ad¬ 
visory board a percentage 
equal to that of the mayor of 
Boston. 

Supporters said the package 
was a good compromise which 
would get the T running again, 
fund it through 1980, and finally 
institute major changes to im¬ 
prove the operation of the transit 
system. Many opponents ob¬ 
jected to the 75-25 percent fun¬ 
ding compromise, with some 
preferring 100 percent state 
funding or the 50-50 split between 


the state and T communities. 
Some legislators from outside 
the T district said they would not 
vote to give the T another penny 
of the state money. A few 
legislators said the management 
rights section goes too far and 
hurts the MBTA union worker. 
(A “Yea’’ vote is for the 
package. A "Nay’’ vote is 
against it.) 

Rep. Whip Saltnmrsh voted 
for the package. 

Senate Version (S 2271) - 
House rejected 101-38, the Senate 
version of the T bill. The Senate 
version calls for slate funding of 
the $31 million deficit, while the 
House calls for a 50-50 split 
between the state and T com¬ 
munities, The Senate measure 
also provides for state assum¬ 
ption of the cost and ad¬ 


ministration of commuter rail 
services; imposes a four percent, 
cap on the T budget; and con¬ 
tains a quarterly allocation 
system none of which are in 
the House version. Some sup 
porters argued the Senate 
version was a better and 
stronger one than the House, 
while some merely called it u 
reasonable compromise which 
the House should accept. 
Opponents offered a variety of 
reasons for voting against it. 
Some said the 100 percent state 
funding means communities 
which derive no benefit from the 
Twill be helping to pay the entire 
deficit, and many expressed fear 
the money would come from the 
local aid fund. Others spoke of 
increasing state costs in the 
Senate version. (A "Yea" vote is 


lor accepting the Senate version. 
A * ‘Nay" vote is against it. > 
Sallmarsh voted for the Senate 
version. 

Commuter Kail (II 6830) - 
House rejected 100-45, an 
amendment transferring the 
cost and administration of 
commuter-rail services from the 
MBTA to the state’s Executive 
Office of Transportation and 
Construction. Supporters argued 
it was time to recognize com- 
muler-rail as a stale function 
and to slop treating It as a 
stepchild of ihe MBTA. They 
noted commuter-rail is more 
statewide in scope, extends o*'er 
250 miles in different directors, 
and is used daily by a growing 
number of citizens, Opponents 
said full stal6 funding would 
mean communities not served by 


commuter-rail would be forced 
to pay a large share of the costs 
of the system. Many noted they 
opposed full state funding of 
commuter-rail for the same 
reasons they opposed full state 
funding of the T deficit. (A 
"Yea" vote is for the amend¬ 
ment. A "Nay" vote is against 
it.) 

Salt marsh voted against the 
amendment.

According to Town Manager Tom 
Urgux, the study, undertaken by the 
Boston-based firm of Coffin and 
ltichardson, will identify problem areas 
in the sewer system. 
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The study plan will cost $113,000 with 
the federal government paying 90 per¬ 
cent of that cost. 

The majority of that cost, Groux 
explained, will be taken up by the 
sewerage system study facilities plan. 

The town was set to make that ap¬ 
plication Tuesday. 

Holiday Closing 

Town Hall employees not performing 
essential services will be released from 


their job at noon on the Wednesday prior 
to Christmas following a vote Monday by 
Selectmen. 

The vote to close at noon was one of a 
number or suggestions made by Select¬ 
man Michael Saraco. 

Saraco had initially suggested that 
Town Hall be closed at noon on both 
Wednesdays before Christmas and New 
Year’s and on both Fridays following the 
holidays as a means of saving energy but 
those suggestions were withdrawn after 
Town Manager Tom Groux said the 


resulting energy savings would not 
Justify the closings. 

Groux pointed to whal he termed the 
“public’s perception of public em¬ 
ployment” as reasons for keeping Town 
Hall open. He said he felt the closings 
would lower “public esteem of public 
service in the eyes of the taxpayers." 

In voting to release employees at noon 
on the Wednesday before Christmas, 
Selectmen made it clear they weren't 
approving overtime payments for those 
who remained on the job that day.

New Sachem wrestling coach Larry 
Tremblay says he can’t promise any 
miracles. But you've got to wonder. 

After all, he's the same Larry 
Tremblay that graduated from 
Springfield College in 1977 and proceeded 
lo be named Referee of the Year by the 
Mass.

After weighing the advantages of a 
four-year program versus a three-year 
program (at North Reading!, Tremblay 
made his decision. But he’s not making 
any promises. 

The Sachems are coming off a 5-9 
season (1-6 in the Middlesex League) and 
will be without two top performers from 
last season, David Errico and Lenny 
Bellino, both of whom have graduated, 

“And this is one of the top leagues in 


the state,” Tremblay said this week. 
“I'm not promising any miracles here.” 

But he’s certainly not discouraged 
with the group he has to work with either, 
'■’he Sachems will be better this year.

The Sachem hockey team had just 
concluded a disappointing 3-0 defeat at 
the hands Reading at their new “home”' 
rink in Watertown, a defeat that had 
third year Coach Mike Houghton shaking 
his head 

He thought his young team (just three 
seniors) was ready to make a good 
showing but after failing to convert on a 
number of scoring chances in the two- 
period contest against the Rockets, the 
defense fell apart and Reading, hardly a 
real power in the league, reeled off three 
unanswered goals 

"We're just not scoring goals. 1 was 
very optimistic about this year but we've 
got to get over this not scoring when we 
have the chances. We've got to gel them 
when we can. We can score, I know that," 
Houghton said. 

That's what makes it especially 
frustrating for Houghton. He has what he 
considers to be the best group since he 
took over three years ago and he saw the 
offense as being the heart of the club. 

"I assumed wc could put the puck in

said with a shrug. "We're never going to 
win a nothing-nothing game. We've got to 
put the puck in the net.

This is 
Tonaszuck’s first year of competitive 
swimming but Palumbo has been im¬ 
pressed. 

"He picks it up real quick. In just the 
week and a half he’s been practicing he’s 
improved quite a bit,” Palumbo ex¬ 
plained. 

Rodney Green, the brother of Colin, 
has also been very impressive with good 
reason. 

"He’s been swimming since age six," 
Palumbo said. “He’ll be our distance 
man." 

Palumbo is looking forward to the 
season; especially at getting a shot at 
Belmbnt and Lexington in Winchester’s 
home pool in the Northeast Regional 
Vokein Wakefield. At that pool there are 
just four lanes instead of the six at 
Belmohl and Lexington which will 
hopefully negate Winchester's usual

Finally, Marlin said he observed no 
safety testing. 

“The proper thing to have done would 
have been to test the pulley and cable 
with a person and a chnvas bag of sand," 
he said. 

Following that inspection, Martin 
made six recommendations. 

He asked that the programs be 
stopped immediately until an 
examination of the safety issues involved 
could be made. 

He suggested replacing old cables 
with one which had been properly 
spliced. He also wants the eye bolts 
holding the cables re-checked. 

Martin suggested that the present 
pulley be replaced with one at least three 
inches in diameter and that the wheel be 
metal rather than plastic. 

He asked the system be tested with at 
least a 300 pound load. 

He also asked for a stand-by, back-up 
safely system; what he called, 
“something to eliminate the human 
element.” 

The installation of a 150-175 bag of 
sand would function in emergency 
situations. Thai bag would be, in Mar¬ 
tin's words, an “automatic, independent 
safety system.” 

Finally, Martin suggested the in¬ 
stallation of double pulleys, connected 
with a yoke in case one pulley failed. 

Both DiVoke and Martin said school 
officials had been cooperative, 

“When they saw the pulley,” DiVoke 
said, “they agreed to stop the program.” 

Officials also agreed to halt all 
Project Adventure programs until safety 
issues can be examined. 


However, DiVoke still has questions 
concerning the program. 

"Project Adventure is being done in u 
number of other towns,” she said. “Many 
other towns are relying on the same 
safety aspects as we were.” 

“How indicative of other projects in 
(Winchester High) school is this?” she 
asked. 

In an interview with The Star Wed¬ 
nesday, LaRoeco said that all Project 
Adventure programs had been stopped at 
the high school. 

“It’s like when your car breaks 
down," he said. “If the brakes ore out, 
you don’t drive the car until they've been 
fixed.” 

While he was unable to provide exact 
figures on the number of students par¬ 
ticipating in the program, he said, “a lot 
of kids” selected it. 

He said he thought there were three 
programs under the broad umbrella of 
Project Adventure. 

LaRocco explained that a report 
Martin is scheduled to prepare will be 
examined and his recommendations 
studied.

seats in the school system, 873 of those at 
the elementary level. 

“It is inescapable that school closings 
would have to be discussed,” Fallon said 
“and with 1,200 empty seats forecast for 
next year we had to recommend 
something,” he added. 

Neither the School Committee nor the 
administration said they had even begun 
the process of determining which schools 
would be closed but said if that was the 
decision, things would have to move 
quickly.. 

“They take time, they take resear¬ 
ch, MacDonald said when asked about 
the school closings. “I can’t tell you 
which two schools will be closed. I can’t 
even guess now. I don’t know how many, 
1 don’t know whether it will be two 
elementary schools or a junior high and 
that’s one time I’ll be looking forward to 
help on it,” MacDonald said. 

The committee also heard recom¬ 
mendations to slash 68 positions, ranging 
Irom the two elementary principals to 12 
high school teachers to clerical and 
custodial employees at all levels in the 
school system. 

Included among the personnel cuts, 
which totalled $1.17 million, were the 
elimination of Home Economics, 
Business and Industrial Arts coor¬ 
dinators and Art, Music and Physical 
Education directors. People who held 
those positions will resume full-time 
teaching. 

In addition, the directors of Science, 
English, Foreign Language, Social 
Studies and Mathematics will add 
another teeahing section to their load, 


reducing the time previously put in as 
directors. Those alterations are expected 
to save $125,000. Principals and assistant 
principals will assume their duties. 

Winchester Education Association 
President Steve Gorrie said that was one 
area that the WEA may ask to bargain 
with the School Committee because of 
potential contract changes. He added 
that the WEA would not formally respond 
to the proposed cuts until they get into the 
more final stages of acceptance by the 
committee 

Reductions of 12 high school teachers 
(at a $250,000 savings) is expected to be 
made by declining enrollment and the 
implementation of a five-course cap for 
students. An additional 8.5 Instructional 
Aide positions at the high schhool were 
also recommended to be eliminated 
although they might be partially offset by 
two study hall aides required because of 
the five-course cap. 

Fallon recommednded to the com¬ 
mittee that 3.2 teaching positions be 
eliminated at McCall along with the part- 
time social worker and all the proctors 

The elementary schools were hard hit, 
especially if it is decided to shut down 
two more schools. The principals of those 
two schools would naturally lose that 
position but would remain in the system 
because of seniority, bumping two 
younger teachers. Five elementary

teachers, 7.3 specialist-teachers and all 
elementary guidance counselors would 
lose their jobs for a savings of $306,000. 

Two special education teachers and 
three aides or teacher-specialists would 
also be eliminated for a $95,000 savings. 

The $75,000 athletic budget reduction 
slashes more than one-third of that entire 
budget. MacDonald said the figures was 
selected without any specifice ideas of 
what sports would be affected. He did say 
he would be sitting down with Athletic 
Director William Colella and High School 
Principal Vincent Larocco soon and 
would probably zero in on sub-varsity 
sports, transportation and the idea of 
shorter schedules first. 

The $50,000 cut in the school lunch 
would effectively eliminate the hot lunch 
program in town, Fallon said. The total 
budget now is $80,000. 

The School Committee scheduled a 
number of meetings in the next few 
weeks to specifically discuss each part of 
the budget proposal and will welcome 
input from the public. 

“One and a half million dollars is a 
seven-digit number,” MacDonald told 
the crowd. “It doesn’t seem lo have much 
of an impact until it hits you in an area 
you wanted most," he said.

However, Town Meeting member 
Harrison Chadwick moved to have the 
rezoning request, Article 9 on the fall 
Town Meeting warrant, brought up for 
reconsideration Nov. 10. Chadwick 
moved for reconsideration. He felt there 
were unanswered questions concerning 
the project. 

The proposal had drawn support from 
the Planning Board, a majority of the 
Board of Selectmen, and the Finance 
Committee, whose Chairman Robert 
Frank, told Town Meeting the structure 
would generate an additional $40,000 in 
tax revenue. 

The vote by Town Meeting to approve 
the zoning change was 102 favoring, 39 
opposing. 

Lane is proposing a 20,000 sq. ft. 
building and agreed to increase parking 
on the site to one space per 150 sq. ft. 

In addition, Lane has signed a con- 
venant which restricts the uses that the 
site could be put to and, in the words of 
his attorney Harold DuLong, eliminates 
the “most obnoxious" uses. 

A traffic study commissioned by Lane 
and completed by the Boston-based form 
of Vanasse and Hangen Associates, 
revealed the project would bring traffic 
on Cross street to 45 percent of capacity.

T Finally Gets 
Needed Tools 


Editor’s Note: The following is a 
column submitted by State Rep. 
Sherman W. “Whip” Saltmarsh. 
He has served as a MBTA 
Advisory Board member and as 
the ranking minority member on 
the House Committee on 
Transportation. 

For the first time since the 
MBTA was created by state 
statute, Its management has 
been granted the proper tools to 
eliminate the gross inequities 
and abuses that have long been 
responsible for annual soaring 
operating costs. The only way 
this could have been achieved 
was by legislative action to 
reconstruct the transit system’s 
organizational procedure. 

For the last few months I had 
been predicting bankruptcy for 
the T. I had also warned that the 
legislature would be forced to act 
in time of crisis, if it failed to 
pass a T reorganization bill prior 
to prorogation. 

The 30 unions the T must deal 
with had acquired powers that 
prevented management from 
effecting cost control. Without 
rescinding, by statute, their 
unfair advantages over all other 


state employees, no general 
manager could hope to get the T 
running efficiently. 

When you consider the 
benefits alone that T employees 
were enjoying, you can realize 
how far out of line they were. 
They amounted to between 30 
and 40 percent of all labor costs, 
and during the last decade, they 
increased 65 percent more than 
direct wages and salaries. The T 
pays 100 percent of its em¬ 
ployees’ health, accident and life 
insurances, plus 50 percent of 
their dental insurance. No other 
state or municipal employees 
receive such generous benefits. 

As for salaries, a switchboard 
operator earns $20,984 at the T, 
compared to the $8,039 to $10,336 
the state pays. A T storekeeper 
reaps $27,776 to $30,151 for a 
position that the state com¬ 
pensates at $9,709 to $12,528. An 
unskilled laborer earns $18,129 
from the T, but only $8,613 to 
$11,014 from the state.” 

But the generous salary scale 
wasn’t the greatest problem 
facing the T. It was the fact that

Proposition 2.5 is a law which was 
designed to limit state and local taxation 
and expenditures, as stated in its title. 

It has been suggested by some that the 
section of the law on the renter’s 
deduction may be unconstitutional 
because it allegedly does not relate to the 
other sections of the bill. However, that 
section was specifically written into the 
act because it was directly related to 
property taxes, Before and after the 
passage of California’s Prop. 13, (which 
limited local property taxes to 1 per¬ 
cent), there was considerable con¬ 
troversy about apartment owners 
receiving property tax relief but not 
reflecting such relief in reduced rent for 
their tenants. 

Citizens for Limited Taxation, when 
initiating Prop. 2.5, d3cided that the only 
way a renter could participate in this 
crusade to limit taxes was to allow the 
renter tax relief through an income tax 
deduction directly related to the rent that 
the renter pays. The renter’s deduction, 
therefore, became part of the overall 
theme of reducing or limiting taxes. 
Thus, Prop. 2.5 limits* property 
assessments and tax levies to 2.5 percent, 
reduces the auto excise $x, to 2.5 percent, 
and permits a renter an income tax 
deduction of 2.5 percent. 

The only reason that CLT did not 
make this act a much broader one 
covering other state taxes was that at the 
same time we were also submitting 
another initiative petition for an 
Amendment to limit total state taxes. As 
we all now know, the Legislature refused 
to allow the people the righl to vote on 
such an Amendment. 

It should be obvious that until we get 
an effective permanent cap on total state 
taxes in the form of an Amendment, we 
will be at the mercy of the legislators 
whom we elect to represent us, but do 
not.

Mr. Dali, FDR’s son-in-law being a 
struggling broker, went to the then king 
of investors, Mr. Barnard Baruch for 
advice. He asked Mr. Baruch what he 
should invest in. Baruch commented in 
the course of their conversation that he 
had just purchased 5-16 of the world's 
silver on 10 percent margin. Mr. Baruch 
suggested that Mr. Dali invest in silver 
too. It is interesting to recall thakone of 
the first things FDR did as president was 
to double the price of silver.

The Christmas Season Message

Christmas, the season of joy 
of friendships renewed and 
reaffirmed. The time when even 
the busiest among us pauses to 
observe the silent night. 

Christmas, 1980, Is bringing 
me a bittersweet feeling such as 
I’ve never known before. I 
wouldn’t call it depression 
exactly, though I'm familiar 
with the notion of holiday blues. 
This Is more of a sudden raw 
feeling at the back of the throat; 
the discovery of tears splashing 
unexpectedly on the steering 
wheel. 

What Is there about this 
season that stirs these feelings? 
Do the familiar rituals remind us 
too poignantly of Christmases 
gone by, of some dear faces now 
absent from our lives these 
many years? 

That's surely part of It. There 
are the Ghosts of Christinas 
Past, but there are fresh ghosts 
this Christmas too. 

There are those thousands 
killed in the earthquake that 


shook the hills east of Naples a 
few weeks ago. I keep picturing 
some of them calling to their 
families from beneath the rubble 
for the 48 to 72 hours that breath 
was left to them... 

And there’s John Lennon who 
believed in the whole sad bunch 
of us and said so, even on the day 
of his death. An editorial Is last 
week’s Globe had this to say 
about his murder: It's strange 
and sad and scary to discover, to 
discover really, that survival has 
less to do with how one chooses to 
live one’s life...than with the 
cruelties of chance...You can't 
cloak yourself In love, children 
and hard work. You can't protect 
yourself with money or fame or 
doormen in the lobby..."Life Is 
fragile," It goes on to say, and 
"noone Is Immune..." 

There It Is, then, a message 
for the Christmas of 1980. 

The funny thing Is that next to 
this message of despair there are 
other messages too. Maybe my 
sense of disequilibrium comes 
from the fact that I hear them 


both, the hopeless and the full of 
hope, with equal clarity. 

There Is In my mind, for 
example, an image of Luciano 
Pavarotti singing in that 
Canadian cathedral; his mild 
beatific face, the ancient Latin 
words; the boy with teeth too big 
for his face yet, accompanying 
the great tenor with a youthful 
and fluty soprano. 

I think of him. 

And I think of something Carl 
Sagan said in the first episode of 
Cosmos on PBS. As the camera 
pans across the solar system In 
his "Spaceship of the mind", he 
puts our little lives In a cosmic 
perspective. The history of our 
planet, Indeed perhaps the 4.6 
billion year history of the 
universe Itself, he said, Is the 
story of matter evolving toward 
consciousness. I find great 
comfort In that viewpoint. Our 
planet, our tiny blue-marbled 
orb, Is part of a grand design that 
Is slowly and Inexorably making 
itself manifest. We are evolving 
still, we lumps of matter; we are 


growing, in spite of ourselves, 
toward a greater Understanding. 

And I think finally of 
something the new youth 
minister of our church said In a 
sermon not long ago. "This Is 
God's world," he said, "and we 
are safe In It." Such a statement 
is not easily made today, 
especially by one who served, as 
he did, as an Infantry com¬ 
mander in Viet Nam. But there it 
is: a message of hope. 

It's far more popular, I know, 
to take the view espoused by the 
writer in the Globe; that none of 
us Is safe. And certainly that's 
true If being safe means being 
exempt from age and death. 

But it depends on how you 
define death. 

It depends on how you define 
safe. 

For myself, I’ll take the 
minister's viewpoint. The earth 
Is a congenial place. She Is our 
home. We are her children still. 

If Christmas Is about 
anything, It's about this kind of 
optimism.

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Job ‘Burnout’ Is Large Problem

Occupational burnout is one of the 
lending problems I hat seems to affect 
people in all jobs at one time or another. 

Whether you are a blue nr white collar 
worker, there inevitably comes a point in 
your career when a job yields little 
satisfaction or enjoyment. How an in¬ 
dividual deals with these emotions has a 
great impact on future career goals and 
the ability to perform the functions 
necessary for daily work. 

Burnout has come to be used as a 
contemporary buzz word for a 
phenomenon whose roots lie in personal 
frustration and depression in a job. but 
burnout's manifestation in an individual 
may also have serious consequences for 
an entire business or institution, 

Walking an emotional tightrope 
dependent on a personal commitment to 
patient care, balanced with the ob¬ 
jectivity needed to provide a medical 
service, hospital nurses have been found 


increasingly vulnerable to the infectious 
spread of burnout. A national nursing 
shortage, which has left muny medical 
centers woefully understaffed, has added 
to the daily stress and turbulence of an 
already evolving and sophisticated oc¬ 
cupation. 

To approach the problem. Winchester 
Hospital's in-service education program 
recently hold a one day workshop to 
examine factors leading to occupational 
burnout in the nursing profession. 
Patricia Ritchie Walker, RN. a former 
director of nursing at Middlesex Hospital 
conducted the sessions, wilh nurses from 
ihroughout Winchester’s service 
departments in atlendance, 

Walker defined burnout as being. 
“Ihal reeling of being irrevocably, 
physically exhausted and emotionally 
drained. It feels like being used up, with 
nothing left to give; stagnated, with no 
personal growth; and being trapped with 
no way out.” 

Walker introduced the topic by

comparing burnout to a virus. "You have 
to have a host, a virus, and an en¬ 
vironment acceptable for a virus lo 
gi'ow. In our case, the host would be the 
nurse, burnout the virus, and the hectic 
pace of a hospital would be the en¬ 
vironment suitable for burnout to ex¬ 
pand.” Burnout can spread from one 
disgruntled individual to all those who 
come in contact with the jaded staff 
member, starling a domino chain of 
events. 

“The cycle of professional frustration 
usually starts when a nurse's job goals 
are not met,” Walker said. This may be 
caused by an individual’s predisposition 
or personality; the role in which the 
person is serving; the way people an¬ 
ticipate events to happen; and the per¬ 
sonal values one brings to the job. 

These aspects, when unsatisfied, all 
lend themselves toward beginning the 
frustration cycle commencing at an 
"unmet expectations” point - where the 
myths of nursing (angels of mercy 
serving all-knowing doctors! may run 
aground against the rocky reality of the 
profession. This can lead to a mass of 
trapped feelings, powerlessness and 
anger, or as Walker stated, to 
"aggression, regression, fixation and 
resignation.” 


Motivators on the job that can lead to 
satisfaction and that all important sense 
of self-worth include: achievement, 
recognition, responsibility and ad¬ 
vancement. These personal factors work 
in combination with external qualities 
based in the specific medical facility and 
include hospital policy, working con¬ 
ditions, salaries, supervision and the 
administration. If there’s a conflict in 
several of these personal and external 
areas, the individual may become 
frustrated with the job and this 
frustration may initially lead to 
discontent and later, to burnout " 

To avoid burnout, Walker cited 
feedback from superiors and coworkers 
as the most important element, “The 
principal motivator for everyone is 
recogn'lion," she said. "People have lo 
want to come to work, and if there Is no 
feeling of success or appreciation, a 
feeling of exploitation results.” 

“Don't let burnout consume you," 
Walker summarized. “Recognize 
priorities and make your expectations 
more realistic to the job. Burnout is not a 
terminal disease, and it can be reduced 
and corrected.” "When feeling burned 
out,” Walker said, "remember that this, 
too, shall pass.”

If one happened to walk into the 
Watertown Municipal Kink Saturday at 
the close of the Winehester-Walertown 
hockey game, it would be completely 
understandable for one to assume that 
the delirious Sachems had just ac- 
comolished something on the order of a 
slate championship or, at the very least, 
a league title. 

But with the state of the Winchester 
High hockey program being what it is, 
their 6-4 season-opening win was. in fact, 
comparable to the above described 
loftier achievements. 

You see, it’s been awhile since the 
Sachems have won an opener and the 
fact that they did it by rallying from a 4-1 
deficit makes It an accomplishment or 
major proportions.

Jeez, that’s one for the record 
books,” Coach Mike Houghton laughed 
afterwords, For the record, Houghton 
added, it was 1973 in a easy triumph over 
Belmont. 

And, now of course, 1980 and it's one 
for the Beta max, no doubt, By no means 
is Watertown one of the Super Six 
(Wakefield, Woburn, Lexington, 
Burlington, Melrose and Stoneham) and 
be assured that the Sachems will have 
some long and less joyful evenings this 
season. But nothing can detract from the 
virtuoso third period display of skating, 
forechecking and scoring that the 
Sachems unveiled Suturdny, a victory 
that put them in a first place tie with 
Burlington.

The picture was not so rosy as the two 
teams skated out to start the third period 
and the Sachems trailing 4-2 They had 
played pretty evenly with the Red 
Raiders but had misfired on more than a 
few good scoring opportunities and now 
found themselves in a 2-4 predicament.
